RUSSIA’S ALLEGED DEMAND FOR 
THE CESSION OF FENJDEH. 

WR. GLADSTONE SAYS NO SUCH CLAIM HAS 
BEEN MADE—A REPORTED REVOLT. 

AGAINST THE AMEER AT HERAT. 


Lonpon, April 16.—Mr. Gladstone, in the 
House of Commons this afternoon, said the Gov- 
ernment had no reason whatever to believe 
that any such demand had been established as 
that reported of Russia’s demand for Penjdeh. 
The Right Hon. Robert Bourke, Conservative 
member for Lynn-Regis, asked whether Baron 
de Staal, Russian Ambassador at London, had 
suggested, as part of the terms of an Anglo- 
Russian understanding, that Penjdeh be annexed 
to Russia. Mr. Gladstone answered: “There is 
mo reason whatever to believe that any such 
demand has been made. No’ assurances have 
been given or received by either Government 
regarding any particular points on the Afghan 
frontier.”” Mr. Gladstone denied the story pub- 
lished in the Daily Telegraph to-day that M. de 
Giers, the Russian Premier, had senta telegram 
to Baron de Staal, the Russian Minister at Lon- 
don, saying, ““ITam charged by the Czar’s per- 
sonal command to request you to inform the 
English Government that in the Czar’s opinion 
‘war would be deplorable to both countries. The 
Czar firmly hopes that a prompt and simple ar- 
rangement will be established.” Mr. Gladstone 
said that there had been triendly conversations 
[laughter] between Earl Granville and the Rus- 
gian Ambassador and others competent to assist, 
but no assurances had been given or received 
regarding points on the disputed frontier. 
Mr. Gladstone had no doubt that Russia 
had established an “administration of Penj- 
deh.” [Laughter.] In answer to Mr. Bourke, 
the Premier said that he had not been present at 
the conversations referred to. [Jeers.] He had 
no reason to believe that any suggestion or de- 
mand had been made by Russia up to the present 
time. 

Earl Granville, replying to the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, in the House of Lords, this afternoon, said 
that the Government had not yet received from 
Sir Peter Lumsden an answer to their request 
tor a report upon the correctness of Gen. Kom- 
aroff’s story of the Penjdeh incident. Earl Gran- 
ville added that he did not believe that Russia 
thad yet received any reply from Gen. Komaroff 
te the Czar’s request for further explanation of 
the reasons which induced him to attack the 
Afghans. Sir Edward Thornton, British Ambas- 
sador at St. Petersburg, had telegraphed that it 
ywas unlikely that Russia would receive Gen. 
‘Komaroft's reply for several days yet. 

Mr. Lessar, the Special Envoy of Russia, in an 
interview to-day said that the arrangement for 
the cession of Penjdeh to Russia had not yet 
been completed, but that the negotiations were 
proceeding favorably. The Ameer, he thought, 
~would offer no objection to the cession of Penj- 
deh to Russia, as the tribes occupying that place 
and other portions of the territory which has 
been in dispute have for a long time caused him 
much uneasiness on accountof their rebellious 
spirit and acts of violence. 

Eari Granville, being asked this afternoon if it 
was true, as reported, that the Government have 
agreed to give up Perjdeh to the Russians, said: 
**T must really decline to answer all these un- 
authorized and always inaccurate reports.” 

A letter from Gubran to the Times declares 
that if Gen. Sir Peter Lumsden should be with- 
drawn from the frontier, such action would be 
the signal for an immediate seizure by the Rus- 
sians of Herat. Besides this, the letter says, the 
withdrawal would cause to Great Britain a loss 
of support among the Afghans, who even now, 
according to the same authority, suspect both 
the Ameer and England of treachery. 

The /imes says that while the politicians be- 
lieve, or pretend to believe, that the prospect is 
fcr peace, commercial and financial circles. com- 
posed of men who are actuated by the most pow- 
erful motives to ascertain the truth and form 
their opinions with care, believe that Russia is 
bent upon forcing a quarrel with England. 
English business men of the highest class, the 
Times says. believe that an emphatic indication 
that the position is extremely critical is afforded 
in the deciaration made yesterday at Lahore by 
Earl Dufferin when he referred to the 
Penjdeh incident as an unprovoked Russian 
invasion of the Ameer’s dominions. The /imes 

oints out that Russia is preparing for war ona 
arge scale, without the slightest attempt now to 
conceal her intentions. The fact appears to be 
beyond a doubt, the Zimes thinks, that the Rus- 
sian Government was fully apprised of the 
Penjdeh battle as early as April 10. * While we 
in England,” conciudes the ,imes, “are still 
waiting for explanations, it isquite possible that 
Gen. Komaroff is pushing forward under tele- 
graphic orders from St. Petersburg.” 

Kari Blind, the distinguished German revolu- 
tionist, in refusing to attend a conference of the 
Peace Arbitration Association to-day, writes 
that he is ardently desirous of peace wherever it 
can honorably be obtained, but as the Czar’s 
Government is so manifestly showing rrutal 
violence, and as its final aim is India, arbitration 
between Engiand and Russia would be useless. 
“A proposal to arbitrate,”’ he says, ** would only 
have the effect apparently of exhibiting divided 
opinion in England, and would encourage fur- 
ther aggression on the part of ruthless despotism, 
which bas shamelessly broken the most solemn 
pledges. Witness Khbiva, Merv, and the Atghan 
¥rontier Commission! England must makea 
firm stand if India is not to be lost. It is a ques- 
tion of action now, not a question of words.” 
Only 30 persons attended the conference. 

Atalarge meeting of citizens of London to- 
day, Lord Mayor Fowler presiding, the Right 
Hon. William Henry Smith, Liberal-Conserva- 
tive member of Parliament for Westminster; 
the Right Hon. William E. Forster, Liberal 
member of Parliament for Bradford; Sir Ed- 
ward James Reed, Liberal member of Parlia- 
wment for Cardiff, and a number of other prom- 
inent Englishmen, in strong speeches urged 
that the British Government take immediate 
steps to secure the supremacy of the English 
Navy over all the navies of the world. 

Baron de Staal, the Russian Ambassador, 
diued with Sir Nathan Meyer Rothschild yester- 


day. . 

The iron armor-plated warship Shannon, nine 
guns, now engaged in coast guard service at 
iGreenock, Scotiand, has been ordered to Ports- 
mouth to be prepared for activeservice. The 
‘Shannon is of 5,390 tons burden. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, April 16.—The Official 
Messenger publishes this morning the following 
Pispatch from Gen. Komaroff: 

** DASHKEPRI, April 6, 1885. 

“The remnant of the Afghan detachmant de- 
feated by the Russian forces at the engagement 
on the Kushk River fied to Herat after the bat- 
tle. The losses of the Afghans were largely in 
excess of the first estimate. In addition to those 
who fell on the field of battie or died of their 
‘wounds many perished during their forced re- 
treat from coldand hunger. The weather has 
been unusually severe. and cold rain or snow has 
been falling almost without intermission the last 
2 days. The Afghans on their retreat burned 
the camp at Bala Murghab, which Sir Peter 
‘Lumsden had lately abandoned. I am engaged 
in organizing a provisional administration of 
Penjdeh and the surrounding district in order to 
prevent anarchy. The Russian detachment re- 
mains at Dashkepri.” The dispatch says in con- 
clusion that there is no necessity of an immedi- 
-~ torward movement on the part of the Rus- 

ans. 

The Novoe Vremya says that the Afghans on 
the Kushk were discontented at the conference 
‘between Lord Dufferin and the Ameer at Rawal- 
pindi. They became fearful that it would result 
in another invasion of Afghan territory by the 
British armies. In consequence of this, after the 
defeat of March 30, they openly revolted against 
the Ameer’s authority. 

More pacific views prevail here, even in mili- 
tary circles, githongh the war preparations are 
incessant. The whole Muscovian Grenadier 
Corps has been selected for service in Central 
Asia in case it is needed. The Novoe Vremya 
thinks Sir Peter Lumsden will finally be com- 
net to. solicit Russian instead of Afghan pro- 

tion, and promises of hospitality. 


FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAIN, April 16.—The 
Frankfort Zeitung states that private telegrams 
received in this city from St. Petersburg allege 
that a revolt has occurred in Herat against the 
authority of Abdurrahman Khan, Ameer of 
Afghanistan. 

Moscow, April 16.—The Russian Courier 
says: ** Russia cannot go to war at present. The 

olitical atmosphere of Europe is not favorable 

or a campaign against England. Never should 
our economical situation beignored. Our heavy 
national debt, the stagnation in commerce, and 
the numerous trade and fivancial failures show 
that the time is inopportune to begin waragainst 
ony one. We hope that the Penjdeh incident 
wili have no serious results.” 


Lonpon, April 17.--The News, referring 
to Mr. Gladstone’s denial of the cession of Penj- 
deh to the Russian Government by England, 
says: “One of the alarm cries is, pales aed 
silenced, for the present at least.- The crisis, 
however, is one which renders alarm ex- 
cusable and not surprising. The general effect 
of the Government’s answers is reassuring. We 
use the word naturally in a limited sense. Even 


if war be averted for a season we should still re- 
quire to know the terms of settlement before 
we could be quite sure that war would not be 
better now than later.’ 

The work of converting the steamer Arizona 
into an armed cruiser will be begun at once. 
The Admiralty has chartered 30 small steamers 
for tcrpedo service, and has received tenders for 
the building of two first-class ironclads.

THE RIOTING AT CORK. 
NOT AS SERIOUS AS REPORTED—THE PRINCE 
OF WALES AT KILLARNEY. 

Cork, April 16.—At 2 o’clock this after- 
noon the streets were quiet,and there was scarcely 
any trace of last night’s riot. The people dis- 
persed rapidly soon after midnight. Thereports 
of the riot sent out last night and early this 
morning were greatly exaggerated. As far as 
can be ascertained up to this hour there were 
only a few broken heads, several slight wounds 
and injuries received by not more than a dozen 
persons. The damage to buildings was also 
small, and was confined to the smashing of win- 
dows in a number of houses. An English report- 
er of a London daily newspaper remarked to the 
Chief of Police this afternoon that be never saw 
a more serious riot. The Chier laughed at the 
reporter's observation, and replied that the fuss 
last night was a mere nothing, * only the boys 
letting off a little natural exuberance of spirits,” 
said he. 

Lonpon, April 16.—The Right Hon. 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, in reply to a question by Mr. Par- 
nell in the House of Commons as to the Govern- 
ment’s attitude concerning the attack by the 
police upon Irish members of Parliament at 
Mallow during the visit of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, said the Government justi- 
fied the police in what they did upon that occa- 
sion as warranted by the circumstances. Mr.

ecretary replied that the Government decined 
to order any such inquiry. 


Dustin, April 16.—The royal party ar- 
rived safely at Killarney this arternoon, and, 
with the exception of some slight hissing, were 
cordially greeted. 


THE. WAR IN THE SOUDAN. 
PROGRESS OF THE BRITISH ADVANCE—GOR- 
DON AND THE FALL OF KHARTOUM. 

Svuakin, April 16.—The British troops 
have occupied Otao, eight miles west of Han- 
doub. They encountered no opposition. ‘v'he 
railway has reached Handoub, and will be con- 
tinued to Otao without delay. The railway is of 
the utmost utility in conveying stores to the 
front. Twelve hundred Indian coolies are com- 
ing to assist in conscructing the line. 

DonGoLa, April 16.—Natives report that 
Osman Digma’s forces have gradually dispersed 
as the British troops have occupied the places 


upon which the hostile Arabs depended for 
water and forage.

Lonpon, April Gordon, it 
transpires, in October, 1884, wrote a letter to the 
General commanding the relief expedition (Gen. 
Wolseley) informing him that he (Gordon) had 
resigned his commission in the British Army, 
‘Yewfik, the Khédive, having appointed him 
Governor of the Soudan. Gordon stated in this 
letter, however, that he could appoint to this 
Governorship, or transi@r the office to any other 
person he chose, subject to the Khédive’s ap- 
proval. Gen. Gordon on Dec. 14 Jast wrote as 
follows: * The state of affairs here [Khartoum] 
is such that one cannot foresee further than five 
to seven days. After that the town: may at any 
time fall. I have done all in my power to hold 
out, but Lown that I consider the position now 
almost desperate. I say this without any feeling 
of bitterness toward the English Government, 
and state it merely asafact. If the town falls, 
it is a question whether it will be worth while 
for the Government to continue the expedition. 
It is certain that the fal! of Khartoum will in- 
sure the fall of Kassala and Senaar.”

THE END OF THE WAR IN CHINA. 


Paris, April 16.—Admiral Courbet, com- 
manding the French fleet in Chinese waters, re- 
ports that before he received notice of the 
peace between France anc China the French 
cruiser D*Estaing had-eaptured the wooden Chi- 
nese ship Pingon, with all on board, comprising 


750 men and 3 Mandarins. The vessel was con- 
veying official Chinese dispatches from Formosa 
to the mainland, which were ‘thrown overboard 
before the vessel was captured. 

Gen, de I’Isle, in a telegram from Ha-Noi, 
dated April 15, says that he sent envoys to in- 
form the Chinese of the cessation of hostilities, 
but that before the envoys were abie to deliver 
the notice, 2,000 Chinese troops, unaware of the 
conclusion of peace, attacked Kep on the l4th 
inst. and were repulsed beyond Bacle. The 
French loss was one killed and seven wounded. 
The garrison at Honghoa made a sortie and dis- 
persed a Chinese detachment which had attacked 
the French gunboats conveying envoys to 
a1 gee to give notice of the cessation of hos- 
tilities. 


MURDERED BY HER.MAN SERVANT. 
Paris, April 16.—A tragedy which is 
‘likely to take a prominent part in the long list of 
sensational crimes in the French capital was 
brought to light this morning. The wife of a 
wealthy cotton manufacturer has lived alonein 
asuburb of this city for overa year, while her 
husband was absent in Pondicherry, the 
capital of the French settlements in India, 
where he manages a cotton mill employing 
upward of 8,000 hands. Fabulous stories were told 
of this gentleman's wealth, and his wife was sup- 
posed to be the custodian of a great part of his 
fortune. Her only companions in the house werea 
maid and a man servant. This morning the girl dis- 
covered the body of her mistress lying on the 
floor clothed only in a night dress. The head 
had been completely severed from _ the 
body by a knife or _ hatchet, and there 
were a number of terrible stabs in various 
parts of the body, through some of which the 
intestines protruded. It is believed that the 
woman's head was cut off after she 
had been murderer de- 
siring to make y sure. that his 
work was fatal. There is little doubt that the 
man servant committed the bloody deed, as he 
has disappeared. The police have not yet ob- 
tained any clue to his whereabouts. Robbery 
was undoubtedly the motive for the crime. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
Rome, April16.—An American lady has 
remitted to the Popea large offering of Peter's 
pence. 

The Vatican is making preparations to hola 
next Spring a general council to consider a pro- 
gramme for the internal administration of the 
Catholic Church. The Pope has formulated the 
programme. 

Hone Kone, April 16.—The terms of set- 
tlement of the Japanese claims arising out of the 


recent Corean troubles have been agreed upon, 
and the convention for their liquidation will be 
signed to-morrow. 


Paris, April 16.—The international Suez 
Canal Commission have adopted the preamble 
and first clause of the French draft of the pro- 
posed treaty, amends” according to the British 
proposals, 

Government organs say that the Government 
has resolved to take energetic measures to force 
the Egyptian Government to make reparation 
ad oe seizure of the French newspaper Bosphore 

guptien. 

The ironclad Formidable was launched at the 
naval station at L’Orient to-day. This vessel is 
the largest ironclad in the French Navy. 

M. Clamageran has resigned the Ministry of 
Finance. The ostensible reason for his resigna- 
tion was sickness. Itis believed, however, that 
his action was really due to his inability to agree 
with his colleagues in the Cabinet on questions 
a tinance, and notably in regard to the issue of 
a loan. 

The Bourse was rife with rumors yesterday 
that a still more disastrous failure than that of 
Alfassa was impending. he name of the man 
was not given, but it was said that he would be 
adefaulter in a larger amount than the Ar- 
menian operator. Just at the moment, how- 
ever, when his ruin seemed certain, a European 
bank, at the instance of some foreign Govern- 
ment, whose funds would have been affected 
by his failure, came forward and arranged the 
matter. This man’s engagements included 300,- 
000,000 Italian rentes. 


Lonpon, April 16.—In the House of Com- 
mons this evening Sir Richard Cross, Conserva- 
tive, formerly ome Secretary, moved an 
amendment to the Egyptian convention in order 
to discus3 the matter of the Suez Canal commis- 
sion. Mr. ©*?dstone deprecated such delay, which 
he said would bankrupt Egypt and allow Tur- 
key and other powers tointervene. Mr. Cham- 
berlain, President of the Board of Trade, as- 
sured the House that the commission’s draft of 
protocols would be submitted to the House be- 
fore being ratified by the Government. Sir Rich. 
ard Cross then withdrew his amendment. 


Carro, April 16.—Fifty persons were 
burned to deseth in a conflagration which de- 
stroyed several bouses to-day, in the town of 
Meleeg, a few miles north of this city.

ASTONISHING : HIS * FAMILY’ 


GEN.-GRANT JOINING * THEM: AT 
THE LUNCH TABLE. 
TAKING HIS OLD PLACE AND EATING WITH 
RELISH—CONTINUED IMPROVEMENT.LO- 
CALLY AND GENERALLY. 


While the Grant family were at lunch 
yesterday the dining room door opened and in 
walked the General. To the astonished greet- 
ings of the family he made no direct response, 
but, turning to the waiter, he said: 

“Inform Dr. Douglas that we are waiting 
lunch for him.” 

A moment later the doctor joined the family. 
The General was seated in his old place at the 
head of the table. The meal passed in merry 
tashion. The doctor's face, which was reddened 
by the welcome he received, was not allowed to 
become serious all the time the meal lasted. 
Mrs. Sartoris was radiant with bright chat and 
infectious laughter, while the General, with as- 
sumed gravity, helped himself to some macaroni 
and a slice of cold mutton, which he cut in fine 
pieces, poured gravy over it, and ate it as natu- 
ally asthough he had never got out of the way 
of eating solid food. After lunch he went up 
stairs on the elevator. 

This was the event of the day at the sick man’s 
house. He hadrisen early after a good night’s 
rest, under a reduced injection of morphine, and 
with the exception of a short nap atnoon sat 
up allday, moving about-on the second floor 
with little apparent effort. His appearance in 
the dining room was without warning. He had 
walked considerably in the morning, and was so 
engaged when Dr. Douglas began to write the 
consultation bulletin. Suddenly he turned into 
the hall and called for his body servant. There 
was no response. The next Dr. Douglas knew 
of his whereabouts came from the waiter, who 
had been sent by the General to summon-.him to 
lunch, 

The improvement of the past three days led 
Senator Chaffee to venture the opinion yester- 


day that the General’s ailment might not be can- 
cer but ulcerated or malignant sore throat, in 
which case there might be hope for complete 
recovery. The Senator so expressed himself 
more than once during the day, intimating that 
the doctors had diagnosed and treated the case 
without understanding it. Inquiry was made of 
the doctors in the afternoon about this matter. 

** There can be no mistake about the disease,” 
one of them said. “It is epithelioma, (epithe- 
lial cancer,) and has been so proved both by mi- 
croscopical examination and by its clinical feat- 
ures. Whatis the useof tiying in the face of 
victory? The case has been one of ups and 
downs. No one can foretell what the next few 
days may bring. It is certain only that he is 
much improved and that we hope for continued 
improvement. The rule in cancer isdeath. There 
are recorded exceptions in which the disease has 
been eradicated by an operation or by caustic 
appliances. How this may turn out is by no 
means settled. No intimation has come from 
any of the family that the disease is not cancer, 
and the staff of physicians know that it is. All 
to be said now is tbat we are much encouraged 
by this week’s improvement.” « 

Dr. Shrady said at dusk: “I am surprised that 
there should be eny question as to the diagnosis 
in Gen. Grant’s case. The physicians have de- 
termined that the disease is epithelioma, and 
ee has been as yet no reason to change that 

elief.”’ 

The following inquiry and reply in regard to 
the General's health were shown at the house 
yesterday:

My family und I—we are very sad for Gen. Grant’s 
health. Favor to advise us how he continues.

Gen. Grant Is better. Col. GRANT. 

Gen. Grant did not dine with the family last 
evening, though strong enough todoso. Co), 
Grant said that his father had cleared his throat 
out very well in the past two days and that there 
was on that account little danger just now of a 
recurrence of the danzerous choking symptoms. 
The General bas improved so much that al- 
though he would hardly be strong enough to 
venture outdoors to-day, he hoped to go to ride 
to-morrow’ if. mild weather should continue. 

Yesterday’s daylight bulletins were as foilows: 

** 6:30 A. M.—Gen Grant has passed a very quiet 
night. The improved condition continues. He 
has slept well and naturally for seven and one- 
half hours, nearly continuously, taking his 
nourishment well at longer intervals. He feels 
stronger, and his voice indicates it.” 

“Gen. Grant continues to improve. His throat 
was examined to-day by Drs. Barker, Shrady, 
and Douglas, and the local disease was found to 
have improved with the general ccndition. 
Puise and temperature unchanged. The Gen- 
eral, feeling much better, suddenly started down 
stuirs and joined the family atlunch. He par- 
took of semi-solid food without difficulty, much 
to the delight of all.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Newman, after spending about 
two hours with Gen. Grant in the evening, de- 
scribed him as hopeful, bouyant, and thankful. 
He was 80 wellthat Dr. Shrady felt at liberty to 
devote an hour or so to other patients, and left 
the house at 9:30. He returned just before mid- 
night. He expressed much dissatisfaction with 
the criticism which, he said, had been leveled 
against himself and his colleagues. He credited 
them to people who had never seen Gen. Grant 
and who are not competent to give an opinion. 
“ There has never been any disagreement,”’ he 
continued, *“‘among the physicians regarding 
the diagnosis of the case. Gen. Grant 
is suffering from cancerous ulcer. It is 
epithelioma and nothing else. There has been 
considerable inflammation and irritation. These 
symptoms are incident to the disease. Many 
have taken a doleful view of the case, and have 
expected the General to die at any moment. We 
are accused of misrepresenting his condition, 
but I have never said be was in any immediate 
danger. People who know nothing about the 
disease are unable to understand how he can be 
upand about one day and in a greatly debilitated 
statethe next. Itis not at all strange to his 
physicians. When the disease 1s held in abey- 
ance the patient gains strength. This is pre- 
cisely what has occurred in Gen. Grant’s case.”’ 
Dr. Shrady displayed considerable warmth on 
account of having been subject to all manner 
rAd criticisms by people who did not understand 
ne case. 

Sefior Romero, who is one of Gen. Grant’s most 
constant visitors, left him at an early hour in the 
evening. Col. Grant surprised the family by 
taking an evening walk of a half hour’s dura- 
tion, as he has always remained at his father’s 
side at night since the General’s condition was 
supposed to be dangerous. The innovation 
was hailed as a sure sign that Gen. 
Grant owas quite as well as the 
bulletins stated. Jesse Grant also went tor a 
short walk. Butall the members of the family 
were at home when the General hinted that he 
felt sleepy. At 9:30 o’clock he was in his arm 
chair, feeling confident of his ability to sleep 
soundly. At midnight Dr. Shrady issued the fol- 
lowing bulletin: 

12 Midnigbht.—Gen. Grant retired at 9:30 P. M., 
and since thut time he has been dozing in his 
chair, having been occasionally disturbed by 
coughing and expectoration. He is now quietly 
sleeping, after having taken his nourishment. 
His pulse is 70,of good volume and regular; 
temperature normal. 

The following will appear inthe Medical Rec- 
ord to-morrow: ‘*‘ During the past week Gen. 
Grant has suffered from considerable irritation 
about his throat, and the secretion of mucus has, 
tor the time ee been increased.

The 
local disease has made no progress, except to a 
slight extent along the free border of the right 
side of the velum. The sioughy exudation in 
the vault of the pharynx is beginning to dis- 
integrate and portions have been discharged, ex- 
posing a characteristic fungoid granular sur- 
face underneath. The chances of the mass, in 
its separation from the throat surface, tempora- 
rily obstructing the larynx, have thus been 
removed. In consequence of this change, also, 
the local condition bas greatly improved. The 
glandular swelling has not perceptibly in- 
creased, although the surrounding inflamma- 
tory changes give rise from time to time to ten- 
derness on pressure. The pain in swallowing is 
not so great, but the difficulty in degiutition is 
sometimes quite marked, owing. to the loss of 
tissue. in the velum. .The granular infil- 
trated condition of the palatal curtain still 
exists, and by the extension of the irritation of 
its presence the neighboring tissues temporarily 
become more or less edematous, explaining the 
reason for a hemming cough with which the dis- 
tinguished patient is often very much annoyed. 
His genera) condition is much improved. His 
food, which is of the most nourishing kind, 
is well assimilated, and his bodily vig- 
or has of late been but little impaired, 
considering the number of recent drawbacks he 
has experienced. The smallest amount of mor- 
phine given is consistent with overcoming pain 
and inducing needful sleep. During the past few 
days but six minims of Majendie’s solution have 
been injected hypodermically in the 24 hours,

. THREE IMPORTANT MISSIONS. 


OPPOSITION:,TO MINISTERS ~ PHELPS AND 
KEILEY THAT WILL NOT BE HEEDED. 

WasuineGton, April 16.—Mr. Phelps will 
go abroad as the Minister of the United States 
to Great Britain; Mr. Keiley will go as Minister 
to Italy, and Mr. Williams will not go as Minister 
Resident and Consul-General to Hayti. These 
three places and men have been the subject of 
many paragraphs in the newspapers and some 
talk. Much of the talk has been inspired by 
personal hostility. For the rest, it has been 
political opposition, made for the shown 
purpose of collecting capital for cam- 
paign use. The Administration sends Mr. 
Phelps to Great Britain with full confidence in 
his ability and integrity, and it will not be per- 
suaded by it enemies that it would be a wise or 
proper thing to do to put another man in his 
place to gratify anybody who has been disap- 
pointed. Mr. Bayard has expected that there 
would be disappointments arising out of the 
decision between rival apvlicants. That was un- 
avoidable assuming that all the applicants were 
in earnest, and any one who has happened to 
know people in search of foreign appointments 
will not need to be toid that most of them are 
very deeply in earnest. 

Notwithstanding the talk that has been made 
about and against Mr. Keiley, who hss been ac- 
credited to the Italian Court,*he will go to Rome 
as Minister. The opposition to him comes from 
Democrats! who fear that some utterances of 
his made years ago against the temporal author- 
ities in Italy may procure him a cool reception 
if not a rejection by the Government to which 
he issent. Warm Catholics are expressing them- 
selves freely against sending a Catholic and a 
pronounced upholder of papal authority to a 
country which has rejected the temporal au- 
thority of the Pope. There has been some talk 
about interference by the Italian Minister here, 
to — Mr. Keiley’s being sent to Rome. The 
Italian Legation officers do not know of any 
such interference. Secretary Bayard has re- 
ceived no note, formal or informal, from the 
Baron Fava intimating that Mr. Keiley will not 
be received. The Secretary said to-day that no 
inquiry had been made of the Italian Minister, 
and he did not know why one should bé made. 
The Administration had chosen a gentleman to 
represent the Government of the United 
States in Italy. It had confidence in him, 
and it must leaye the question of his 
reception to be worked out. He would 
not be transferred to any other post or asked to 
resign. Archbishop Gibbons and the Hon. R. 
T. Merrick have been represented as having pre- 
sented the name of Mr. Keiley and secured his 
appointment. This representation is not true. 
It is altogether probable that if citherof them 
had heen consulted about Mr. Keiley they would 
have Sadvised against his selection, or the selec- 
tion of any Catholic to tne Italian Court. 
Frieuds of the Archbishop are confident that he 
would not advise about any appointments of 
such a character, if he could be induced to med- 
die in political affairs at all. 

Mr. Williams, who was sworn in as Minister 
Resident and Consul General to Hayti on the 
morning of President Cleveland’s inauguration, 
has not yet qualified and probably will not qual- 
ify. He hastolda story of rude treatment at 
the hands of Secretary Bayard and Chief Clerk 
Sevellon Brown, which is denied by both gentle- 
men. Secretary Bayard was very kind to Mr. Will- 
iams when he met him, but he told him that his 
record with the department was one upon which 
he could not be allowea to go abroad. Mr. Will- 
iams has demanded his salary as Minister for the 
month that has elapsed since he was sworn in. 
The hesitation about paying him appears to be 
justified by the reply of the department that he 
had not qualified by presenting his bondsmen, 
and that he could not qualify as Minister alone, 
when his office is that of Minister-Resident and 
Consul-General.

CARING FOR THE INSANE. 

BinGHAMTON, N. Y., April 16.—In ac- 
cordance with recommendations of the Trustees 
of the Binghamton State Asylum for the Chronic 
Insane the State Board of Charities and the 
State Commissioners of Lunacy to-day decided 
to provide tent accommodations for the tem- 
porary shelter of 200 patients for the coming 
season. The measure was adopted in view of 


the crowded condition of the asylum and for 
the purpose of securing better curative agents 
in the treatment and care of certain classes of 
patients. Tents will be erected on the asylum 
grounds according to the plan of a well-ap- 
pointed hospital camp. The grounds will be 
| aapsegend laid out, properly drained, and placed 
n the highest sanitary condition. The tents will 
be appropriated to the use ot feeble and infirm 
patients only, of which class there are many in 
the asylum. The supervision, medical and 
otherwise, will be thorough and vigilant, giving 
to the patients the advantages of abundant 
fresh air, sunlight, outdoor exercise, and amuse- 
ment. The plan can be carried out at a slight 
expense, and in the event of epidemic diseases 
occuring during the season will afford means of 
effectually checking their ravages. At the 
same time it will relieve the temporarily crowd- 
ed condition of the asylum while awaiting the 
erection of additional buiidings, and will give to 
the counties room for further removals ot the 
insane now in the poor houses. The plan will 
be put in operation at the very earliest prac- 
ticable day.

It was the general 
belief that the charge was made with a view of 
throwing a damper upon the brilliant farewell 
dinner given by Mr. Pendleton this evening. 
In other words, that it was a deliberately ar- 
ranged plan on the part of the “kids” to 
embarrass the ** mossbacks” in their testimonial 
to the departing Minister to Berlin.

THE PRELLER MURDERCASE 


MAXWELL . PROVED’: TO HAVE. 
SAILED } FOR . AUSTRALIA, 

‘HIS IDENTITY COMPLETELY ESTABLISHED IN 
SAN FRANCISCO—INCIDENTS ‘OF HIS 
JOURNEY ACROSS THE PLAINS, 


Sr. Lovuts, April 16.—It was decided this 
morning to callaspecial Grand Jury to indict 
Maxwell for the Southern Hotel murder. This 
afternoon Chief of Police Harrigan prepared a 
cablegram giving a full description of Maxwell, 
which he sent to the American Consul at Auck- 
land, New-Zealand, with a request that he 
arrest Maxwell should he arrive there on 
the City of Sydney. To-day further particulars 
were received from San Francisco, and now 
it is positively known that the man who 
sailed on the City of Sydney from San Francisco, 
and who registered as T. C. D'Auquier is none 
other than Dr. Maxwell, the murderer of Preller. 
It is known that soon after the car on which 
Messrs. Edgar and Bauman accompanied Max- 
well out of this city had reached Halstead, Kan., 
it was attached to a Santa Fé train and proceed- 
ed on its way to San Francisco, its only 
occupants being Maxwell and ai San 
Francisco citizen who is a personal ‘friend 
of Police Capt. Lees, of that city. He had not 
noticed Maxwell prior to that time, but as they 
were the only persons in the car, they naturally 
fell into conversation. Maxwell, while not 
changing his appearance at all from what it was 
during the first part of the trip, when he talked 
with the St. Louisians attempted in a 
blungdering way to assume a_ different 
identity. He said bis name was T. C. 
D’Auquier; that he was a Brigadier- 
General in the French army and that his pay was 
$25 per day. When asked what he was doing in 
this country, he said he was on his way to Ton- 
quin, to go on duty there. He had not traveled 
far in this réle, however, when his eagerness to 
make it fit him betrayed him completely. Al- 
though speaking with only a slight French ac- 
cent to his traveling companion, he mado a 
point of alighting on the platform of most 
of the stations stopped at, and calling 


out to some bystander, ‘* Vat is zis place?” 
Finally, at one station he camein contact with a 
real Frenchman at acigar standin oneof the 
stations, and the cigar man, discovering at 
once that the fellow was only a pretender, made 
several remarks in French, thoroughly confusing 
him and forcing from him English answers 
which were not relevant tothe questions. The 
murderer was very much troubled about this, 
especially when his traveling companion twitted 
him with being a Frenchman without having 
any knowledge of his native tongue. He talked 
very little from that time forward. He drank a 
large amount of liquor on the trip, and the gen- 
tleman who traveled with him states that his 
complexion was much darker than the descrip- 
tion of Maxwell would indicate, ana was 
tinged with a ruddy hue. Otherwise, how- 
ever, the description of Maxwell fitted him 
completely. Toward the latter part of the 
trip he exhibited a large, open-faced watch, 
which was evidently an old one, but had no key 
with which to wind it. He tried to wind it by 
using the end of a penknife, but failed, and then 
endeavored to borrow a watch key from some of 
the passengers on the train, representing that he 
had lost his own. It seems probable that the 
watch was one taken from his victim, and that 
he forgot to take the key. When the train 
was nearing Niojava, the point. where San 
Francisco passengers are transferred from the 
Atlantic and Pacific to the Southern Pacific, a 
railroad officer went through according to cus- 
tom and took the names of the passengers trans- 
ferred. The murderer, when asked for his name, 
became very red. and answered with some hesi- 
tation, "*T. C. d’Auguier, France.” When the 
transfer was made he exhibited no baggage, but 
a valise, which he himself carried. Soon after- 
ward his ticket was taken up by the conductor, 
Tt proved to be ticket No. 23, sold by the 
St. Louis and San Francisco agent in this 
city on Monday, April 6, and bore the signature, 
Hugh M. Brooks, as the man to whom it was 
sold. Thisis the ticket described yesterday by 
Mr. Hughes, the San Francisco agent, as having 
been sold toa man who, he, lias now reason to 
helieve, was Maxwell. The signature was writ- 
ten by the purchaser in Mr. Hughes’s presence. 
The ticket was the only one sola by Mr. Hughes 
that day for San Fracisco, . 

The following is the dispatch received from 
the Chief of Police of San Francisco to-day: 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 15. 
L. Harrtoan, Chief of Police, St. Lowis: 

The only ticket taken up from St. Louis on the 6th 
inst. is signed by Hugh M. Brooks and witnessed by S. 
A. Hughes: soid by the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Railroad ticket office April 6; came onthattrain. His 
name does not appear on the lists of tickets; therefore 
he must have come on Mr. Brooks’s ticket. The 
indorsement on the ticket and the name of T. C. 
TD’Auguier, signed on the hotel register, are in the 
same handwriting. Description is: Height, 5 feet 6 
inches; age, not over 30: hair, light short at back, worn 
without parting in front; weight 148 pounds; mus- 
tache medium size small; short imperial; complexion 
fair and ruddy: beard, strong; after shaving skin hasa 
whitish appearance; eyebrows, light and thin;eyes blue 
and larce; regularjfeatures; nose rather free at nostrils; 
neatly built; erect; plants firmly and square on’ground 
when walking; baggage a large flat-top gray cunvas- 
covered trunk, & gray canvas large size gripsack, 
round hat box. He had a large field glass, barrels eight 
inches long, covered with black leather case, and strap 
for slinging. Makes cigarettes from morning to night 
which he rolls himself; drinks whisky considerably. I 
have forwarded full description by the Captain of the 
steamer sailing for Honolulu to-day, with a request 
for his arrest.

San Francisco, April 16.—Chief Detect- 
ive Lees has discovered that Lennox Maxwell 
on Sunday last purchased a steerage ticket on 
the steamer City of Sydney for Auckland, New- 
Zealand, and signed his nameas D’Auguier. A 
eable dispatch will be sent to Auckland for 
his arrest, and a letter was sent yesterday 
by the steamer Alameda to Honolulu, so 
that in the event of his stopping there, 
that place being a calling port of the City of 
Sydney, he may be apprehended. The police, 
however, think that he will change his course at 
Honolulu and take passage for China or Japan 
by some sailing vessel, in wbich case all trace of 
him will probably be lost. It was learned last 
night that while he was at the Palace 
Hotel he was .unable to open the trunks 
he ha with him, and sent for a 
locksmith, saying he had lost his keys. 
After the trunks were opened a large quantity 
of burned papers was found in a grate in the 
room. These may have been Preller’s letters 
and papers. A mostimportant fact discovered 
is that the baggage checks delivered by Max- 
well under his alias of D’Auquier to the Pacific 
Transfer Company, of this city, correspond with 
the numbers issued at St. Louis by the St. Louis 
and San Francisco Railroad to Hugh M. Brooks. 


Preller’s cousin in this city, Frank Schlesinger, 
telegraphed yesterday to the Rev. Dr. Brooks, of 
St. Louis, asking him to see that Preller’s body 
was properly cared for and placed in a re- 
ceiving vault until he can send further 


instructions. Mr. Schiesinger cabled, also, to 
Preller’s father, in ndon, and to his 
employer in Bradford. He will await instruc. 
tions from them before taking any further steps 
in the matter. “*‘ All doubts that I had yester- 
day,” said Mr. Schlesinger, ‘** about the body 
found in the trunk being my cousin’s have 
been removed. am convinced that 
he is dead and that Maxwell = mur- 
dered him for his money. Preller left this 
city with severab one-hundred-dollar bills. I saw 
them. {fhe one-hundred-dollar bill that Max- 
well offered at the railroad ticket office undoubt- 
edly came from my cousin’s pocket. I have re- 
ceived a dispatch from San Francisco informing 
methat Preller did not sail on the steamer 
that he had arranged to while 
I see by the papers that Maxwell 
did doso. Why Maxwell should have murdered 
my cousin for his money I cannot imagine. 
Preller was warm-hearted and liberal to his 
friends. Undoubtedly he would have loaned 
Maxwell the money he required to make the 
journey. Itseems to methat Maxwell has not 
done a very shrewd thing in carrying out the 
plans that had been arranged beforehand and 
with which Preller’s friends were thoroughly 
familiar. If he had come to New-York and 
taken asteamer from here no one would have 
known him. The man had never been in this 
city in his life.”

TOTAL) DESTRUCTION OF THE “ DAILY; EX-. 
le? PRESS” BUILDING. 

 Burraro,:N. Y.,/April 16.—About’ 5:45 
o'clock this evening fire was discovered in the 
composing room of the Hxpress Building, 
on Exchange-street,*: and in an - incredi- 
bly short space of time the - entire 
room was filled with smoke‘ and: flames, 
which rapidly shot through the entrance con- 
necting what is known as the old Express Build-: 
ing and the new, and which leads into the edi- 
torial rooms. By the time'the department: 
arrived the second floors of the old 


and new buildings were a mass_ of 
flames, which belched out of the windows 
and ate their way upward and downward with 
frightful rapidity. The acids and chemicals 
used in the engraving and etching processes on 
the floor above which the fire originated, and 
also on the floor below in the engrav- 
ing and lithographing establishment of G. 
H. Dunstan & Co., helped the spread of 
the fire, and the firemen, while they worked 
with superhuman effort, realized that they 
had all they could do to prevent the 
spread of the fire and keep it in the 
locality from which it started. Scarcely 
20 minutes after the flre started the immense 
five-story building was completely gutted. 
About 6:15 several of the floors, carrying with 
them the large engraving presses, type metal, 
and lithographing stones, fell with a deatening 
roar, which was followed by a noise that sounded 
like the reports of a thousand muskets. The front 
wall was seen to bulge and orders were issued to 
extend the fire lines. Only seven or eight min- 
utes after this was done several immense 
volumes of flame of a peculiar yellowish 
red color puffed up from the seething 
pit. Immediately after the wall toppled 
and the top story fell outward with a crash. 
Fortunately no one was hurt, although several 
firemen were within dangerous proximity and 
there was not an instant’s warnihg. 

The building was occupied on the ground floor 
by the O’Neill carriage repository, the second 
floor by G. H. Dunstan Co., lithographers 
and engravers, and the three floors above 
by the editorial rooms of the Evzxpress, 
the bindery and engraving depart- 
ments, and the job printing rooms of 
Matthews, Northrop & Co., respectively. The 
fire was due to the carelessness of the porter, 
who was lighting one of the lampsin the news 
room. 

James Ross, a printer, in endeavoring to put 
out the flames, was badly burned and also near- 
ly suffocated by the smoke. He was rescued 
with some difficulty. 

Mr. J. N. Matthews was seated in his editorial 
room, which is on the second floor, when the fire 
broke out. He was utterly unconscious of his 
danger until his son, who had heard of the 
fire from the business office, ran up the 
stairs through the flame and smoke, rushed 
into the room, and apprised him of the 
fact. Mr. Matthews came out unscathed, 
but his son was badly burned about the 
hands and neck. So quick was the spread 
of the flames that the reporters barely had time 
to clamber out of the windows and drop to the 
roof of the adjoining building. Fifteen or 20 
girlsand men had to descend the fire-escape, 
the flames having swept up both flights of 
stairs. The estimated loss is $250,000; insurance, 
$198,000.

CINCINNATI, April 16.—A complimentary 
dinner was given to-night at the Gibson House 
to the Hon. George H. Pendleton, Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the 
United States to the German Empire by’ his 
fellow-citizens of Cincinnati, under the auspices 
of the Ohio Club.

J. E. McDonald, and J.G. Carlisle. The iatter 
sent a pleasant letter of ‘regrets, in which, after 
paying a high compliment: to the guest of the 
evening, he said: ** The indications now are that 
the time is not far distant when our rela- 
tions with other Governments will engage 
a larger share of the public atten- 
tion and require the supervision of our 
ablest and most experienced men. Happily we 
are once more united and peaceful at home and 
have no enemy abroad; but our large commer- 
cial and other interests will necessarily be af- 
fected ina considerable degree by revolutions 
and wars elsewhere, and we cannot therefore be 
indifferent spectators of any conflict that 
may occur, whether on this continent or 
in Europe.” He went: on to say that 
he felt sure that this country, by wise diplomacy, 
would protect its iuterests without improper i1n- 
terference with foreign powers, and that so far 
asthe German Empire was concerned we can 
not only congratulate Mr. Pendleton upon his 
appointment, but felicitate the Government 
upon his acceptance of the mission. 

Letters were also read from Gov. Hoadly, 
Durbin Ward, and others, and telegrams from 
A. G. Thurman and J. E. McDonald. 





A MAD FIGHT WITH A MAD’ DOG.

By this time Mr. Terrell Allday, who had gone 
for a pistol, arrived and shot the dog in the of- 
fice. The leading man, Mr. Hamilton, in a wild 
flight from the hotel, fell intoan open sewer,and 
Mr. Caulfield, after the dog was knocked insensi- 
ble, made his escape and found daylight this 
morning onthe top of a sycamore tree in the 

middle of the street, opposite the hotel. 





TWO MEN TO BE HANGED. 
TuomasTon, Me., April 16.—The details 
for the execution of Santore and Capone, the 
Italian murderers, to-morrow are about com- 
pleted. The gallows platform is 14 feet from’ 
the ground, 12 feet square. The trap is 6 by 5 


feet. with a fall of 8 feet. With the exception of 
the hanging beam, the gibbet is entirely new. 
This beam is the one upon which Spencer, 
Cox, Williams, Harris, agner, and Gordon 
were hanged. Capone is nervous and restless, 
and takes but little rest, while Santore keeps 
comparatively quiet. Capone is troubled with 
short hreath, appears sullen and revengeful, and 
trembles continually. Both men have good ap- 
petites. They still lay the blame upon each 
other, and the prison officers have recently 
been compelled to place them in the dungeon 
in order to prevent disturbances arising from 
their taunts of each other. Father Boniface, of 
Boston, the Italian Catholic priest, and Fathers 
Peterson and Harrington, of Rockland, have 
been with them nearly all day trying to bring 
them to a suitable frame of mind to re- 
ceive tho sacrament. One of the priests has 
visited them every day this week, but the men 
seem entirely callous to religious influences. 
Santore, the more intelligent, was asked to-day 
if, as he was about to die, he would not forgive 
Capone. “I would cut.my own throat. first,’’. 
said he, with a wicked flash of the eye.

.. ALBANY, April 16.--‘* Boots” came down 
from the region of the Kenmore’s ridgepole 
this morning with a remarkable story, which he 
lost no time in communicating to the other col- 
ored help. In season it reached a Senator who 
was gossiping with the barkeeper over hig 
morning’s cocktail, and before noon if 
was all over the Capitol. ‘“ Boots’? was pass-: 
ing the door of Senator Gibbs’s eyrie when he, 
heard the sweetest of music from within. It 
was 9 o’clock, but for ali that it was so early for. 
indications of life, and evidences of musical 
genius were so rare in that particular locality, 
that ‘* Boots” was startled and dropped his load 
of leather with a clatter that hushed all sound 
of melody. Then he heard a voice very much 
like that of Senator Gibbs, which said: ** What’s 
that, Commissioner? I hope nobody has tum« 
bled into the basement from this giddy height?’ 
The person addressed as Commissioner hoped so, 
too, and while the Senator robed himself he rat- 
tled off marches, galops, and operatic snatcheg 
in the most artistic fashion. 

When Commiszsioner of Public Works. Rollin 
M. Squire appeared on the floor of the’ Senate 
this forenoon and was introduced by Senator 
Gibbs to such members of the Senatorial family; 


as have not already personally solicited him te 

ut men to work on the “ big pipes,” everybody 

new who Mr. Gibbs's early visitor was. It was 
the Commissioner’s first visit to the gor« 
geous building, and while he with, 
vesthetic eye ran Over the onyx panels, 
the gilded ceiling, and the delicate carv< 
ings in wood and stone, the Senators began 
to take his measure. Until Mr. Gibbs gravely 
announced that he was here in regard to some 
reform bills there was great curiosity to know 
the object of the Commissioner's visit. By in- 

uiries among the Senators it was ascertained 
that the Commissioner has a deep interest in is 
two bills, one belonging to Senator Daly, which 
confessedly good, the other belonging to Senator 
Tim Campbell, which, as is usual with nearly all: 
of his measures, either contains a job or a scheme 
to rid the city treasury of some of its surplus, 
The Daly bili was drawn by the Corporation 
Counsel and has the indorsement of the Mayor. 
It confers upon the Mayor, Controller, and Com-. 
missioner of Public Works certain powers in tne 
matter of preventing the waste of Croton water. 
Whenever the Engineer of the Croton Aqueduct 
shall certify in writing that any of the water 
pipes, connections, meters, valves, gates, or 
other appurtenances used in the distribution of 
water are so worn out, defective, or of such in- 
sufficient capacity.as to endanger the water sup- 
ply, it shall become the duty of these three 
officers, or a» majority of them, to make an ex- 
amination, and, if necessary, cause him to make 
the needed repairs. Thoy are further author- 
ized to cause meters to be placed in buiidings for 
regulating the flow and detecting and prevent- 
ing waste, and to proceed against owners and 
occupants who willfully waste the water. Com- 
missioner Squire thinks that such alaw would 
meet a long-standing public want, provided, 
however, the words ** Mayor and Controller” are 
eliminated therefrom. He would be pleased to 
have the Senate make the change. 

The Campbell bill is more to his purpose. It, 
too, is intended to restrict the use of water, and 
it gives the Commissioner of Public Works 
largely increased powers. It contains a clause 
stipulating that whenever he discovers waste he 
may, upon the failure of the owner to move in. 
the matter, cause the necessary alterations or 
repairs to be made, “or such appliances to be, 
added to service pipes” as will prevent waste, } 
&c. Now it is claimed that in these few words 
is contained a job in which there are some thou- 
sands of dollars for ‘pet contractors or patent 
rights owners. ) 

As this is the Commissioner’s first visit he does: 
not know that there has been much talkin Al-, 
bany about this measure. It has been declared 
that **sucb appliances” might, when the time 
comes, be found to be the old Navarro water me- 
ters, a large and varied assortment of: 
which, it is further declared, is owned 
by Maurice B. Flynn, having been. purchased 
at.avery low price. Mr. Flynn and the Com- 
missioner are bosom friends, and there is solici-« 
tude lest, under the Campbell law, this intimacy 
might prove of great udvantage to Mr. Flynn 
and a positive injury to the city. That there is 
a job of some kind concealed in Mr. Campbell’s 
bill is believed by almost everybody, and this is 
generally supposed to be its character. 

The Commissioner rounded off the day begun, 
so melodiously in Mr. Gibbs’s room by a visit to 
the Assembly Cities Committee this afternoon.’ 
According to all the accounts which have; 
leaked out since,3tbhe members had a high old; 
time. Champagne and cigars were.sent for, and’ 
then the members, resolving themselves into 
Committee of the hole, invited the 
Commissioner to:- display his accomplish- 
‘ments. This he proceeded to do with 
such eloquence and charming frankness 
as towin the heart of every man present. One 
of his first efforts was to reiate a story in which 
the Irish, German, and Yankee dialects were all 
itlustrated. This was uproariously applauded. 
The subject of drinks was introduced by some 
one of the festive committeemen. The Com- 
missioner said he knew something about it him- 
self, and he called foran egg. A boy brought 
it from across the street. Calmly filling his 
glass with champagne the Commissioner broke 
the egg into it, tossed the shell into the 
basket, and then explained that this made oné 
of the finest beverages known to man. The 
committeemen agreed that they would try it the 
very next time they fell into a champagne 
crowd. The members to-night are all voting 
that “Squire is a jolly fellow.”” They hope he 
will come to Albany again during the session, 
and doubtless he will now that the ice is broken. 
The Campbell bill moreover is not very far ad- 
vanced, and that will need some little attention 
within the next three weeks. 





MORNING PRAYERS AT HARVARD. 
‘Boston, Mass., April 16.—The committee 
of Harvard College Ovérseers, to which was re- 
ferred the petition of the undergraduates asking 
that attendance at morning prayers be made 


voluntary with students over the age of 21 years 
and ovtional with the parents or guardians of 
others, has presented an adverse report. The 
committee recommends the continuance of the 
service under the present arrangement on the 
following grounds:. First, and least of all, is the 
reason that the college can ill afford the loss of 
reputation which would ensue on its being the 
first of all the literary institutions in New-En- 
gland to abandon religious observances. In the 
next place, there is an intrinsic fitnessin devo- 
services in educational institutions, 
Abolish the daily devotional services and you 
have the college at alt other points admir- 
ably endowed end efficient, but without 
any recognition of the department which should 
hold the supreme place in education, a@nd so fa: 
as silent testimony can go putting upon that 
department the signature of insignificance and 
worthlessness. Next,the daily religious service 
is to a large extent a means of moral and re- 
hgious benefit to the students. For ali the 
students, this daily service is a reminder of 
spiritual relations and of a higher than this 
earthly life. Nor is it of little worth that 
habits of reverence are-thus cherished, and that 
words of psalm, hymn, and prayer are planted 
in enduring memory whence they may be re-« 
called for efficient service in time of need, 
temptation, or sorrow. The benefits that may 
flow from this source are beyond human trac- 
ing. The committee say it is inexpedient to 
grant the petition of the undergraduxtes for 
the repeal of the rules now requiring attendance 
on daily prayers.

PARIS PLAYS AND PLAYERS 


DISCUSSION OF THE THEME, IS 
THE DRAMA DEAD OR ONLY ILL? 
4UTHORS AND MANAGERS GIVE THEIR VIEWS 
—THE FAILURES OF JUDIC—THE SUC- 

CESS OF CHAUMONT. 

Parts, March 23.—A very amusing con- 
troversy is now exciting the interest and 
the wit of journalists, dramatists, and 
critics, I regret not having seen the ori- 
gin of the discussion, which was, I believe, 
provoked by a letter of M. Dumaine. The 
latter is an actor of the blood-and-thunder 
school. I never saw hi3 majestic propor- 
tions strutting about on the stage, I never 
listened to his powerful never-let-up voice, 
without wondering why the prestige of 
his apparent talent so impressed the peo- 
ple. As a rule they are uncouth judges; 
but they have sincerity and discernment 
of unstudied tact, However, the popu- 
larity of M. Dumaine was very lasting, and 
why or how came his attack upon the 
present drama seems not very compre- 
hensible. 

The Gaulois telegraphed to M. Sardou, 
at Nice, to know how he considered the 
matter. With his usual point and brevity 
the celebrated author replied about as fol- 
lows: ‘“‘Idonot find that the drama is 
dead, still less ill, as Dumaine pretends, 
because he has no engagement; or that 
dramatic art is dying, as M. de Goncourt 
asserts, because Henriette Maréchal has 
not met with the expected success. This 
suins up, for the present, all that I have 
to say to you. Sardou.” With habitual 
farsightedness M. Sardou leaves the door 
open for future reply, while the atmos- 
phere is bursting with the distant roar of 
* Indignant thunder. 

M. d’Ennery, interviewed, treats the 
whole thing asa good joke. He says that 
the same story bas been rehashed for the 
jast 25 years, and that it never prevented 
a good play from making ahit anda finan- 
cial success. He admits that good authors 
may not come to the light of public praise 
or censure quite as frequently as one could 
wish, but as long as the sight of a child 
crushed under the heavy hoofs of an omni- 
bus horse causes screams of horror to burst 
forth from the passer by, and while tears 
and woe find social echo, the drama, 
properly speaking, must find itssway. He 
thinks that the fault of the present theat- 
rical stagnation isto be traced rather to the 
lack of good female talent. He reasons 
curiously even on this point, laying the 
fault at the door of imperial wealth and 
Bourse speculation. This is a Rarely French 
view of the situation, for I doubt the 
moralizing effect of the republic. 

M. Vitu, with M. Sarcey, one of the 
most eminent critics of the day, states 
that in his opinion the drama is not dead, 
but that it is seriously iil He deems that 
noble sentiments, highly strung situa- 
tions, heroic courage, and tutti quanti have 
had their day. They no longer please 
our more skeptical pubhe. He attributes 
the success of ‘“ Théodora”—at present, 
with ‘Clara Soleil,” at the Vaudeville, the 
only legitimately paying performance in 
the city—to the mise en scéne and to the 
interpretation of Bernhardt; but, he adds, 
the play will never have the legendary 
run of the ‘*‘Tourdu Monde” because it 
is a drama. 

M. Duquesnel—formerly manager of the 
Odéon—says that the sole reason for the 
present finanvial lethargy is the abundance 
of deadheads. Formerly there were 30 
newspapers; to-day there are 250, each 
of which claims good seats and many 
among them demand first boxes. Be- 
side these rapacious journalists there 
comes all the actors and actresses, each of 
whom expects and obtains a number of 
seats for gratuitous distribution. He says 
that when a manager can afford first-class 
scenery and his instinct brings to him even 
old standard plays, with competent talent 
—much of which is available—he can have 
good paying houses without a genius. 

M,. Koning thinks that the name alone 
has changed. The word dramais old fogy, 
but the same substance exists, he says, in 
the modern plays. The material used is 
quite as vehement and dramatic, only the 
presentation is more suited to the present 
précieux taste and language. This semi- 
courteous discussion is not ee to ter- 
minate here. M. Sarcey is an ardent be- 
liever in the regenerating influence and. 

ower of the stage, and M. Sardou never 
ets go when once his pungent satire takes 
hold of any discursory subject. 

Judic has again appeared at the Palais 
Royal and with even less success than in 
‘Kile et Lui.”” The creation of MM. Najac 
and Millaud entitled ‘“ oy a and Bouveril”’ 
was hurriedly gotten up in all probability, 
but the result is scarcely worthy a mo- 
ment’s consideration. Judic, it is likely, 
holds with her managersa leonine con- 
tract, which not only imposes her nightly 
abpearance, but also in any case obliges 
the payment of her stipulated salary. Be- 
sides this, over and above acertain amount 
the diva divides a portion of the surplus 
income. As the former of the above-men- 
tioned plays was a signal failure the quick- 
est means had to be taken to get up 
another comedy, vaudeville or operette. 
The same system that would certainly 
prove felicitous to Judic and to her man- 
agers in an American tour becomes 
equally as disastrous over here. With us, 
the thing to see, to study, and to criticise 
would be the actress, and no one else, for 
by experience we know that hersurround- 
ings would be unavoidably bad. Parisians 
know Judic by heart, and they are tired of 
her. Had she the courage to appear in a 
good play instead of adopting only a line 
of characters cut out to suit her angles 
and her whimisicalities like a dress from 
the mantua-maker, she might once more 
be an attractive star. As the case now 
stands, she fairly enjoys with Granier the 
full benefit of public satiety. The 
Variétés took the latter to replace Judic, 
but they continue the same system and 
with the same effect. They arenow giving 
the ‘“‘ Cigale” with Chaumont. : 

Bright, crisp, sparkling little Célino is 
not as young as she once was, but as she 
always had more personality and more 
genius in her little finger than her rivals 
could boast of she still retains much of her 
usual juvenile prestige. She is about as 
plain and as uninteresting as any one could 
well be when in repose; her methods, too, 
are so personal and so natural that to at- 
tempt imitation would be disastrous to 
greater talent. Her tiny salt-and-lemon 
Voice does nat seem to possess of itself a 
dozen different modulations, yet hear her 
fetail a monologue of an hour or more 
between two chairs, a table, and a 
window or door, and, like Carolus 
Durant’s white, blue, or green pict- 
ures, it may be all one color, but 
with how many varying hues. When she 
trips forward to the footlights, and screws 
up her comical face as if the lemon 
squeezer was preparing to make one tre- 
mendous final effort, you fairly gasp with 
dread; but hsten to the diction, mark the 
exquisitely modulated trill, and learn from 
the thousand shadings of tone how 

uch a true artist can make out of noth- 
ing, for literally Chaumont had nothing in 
the world to carve from, althougn her in- 
stinct zave her the very best of teols to 
work with. In the “ Cigale’ Dupius has 
an admirable role also, one that shows 
to advantaze even his imperfections. 
The play is likely to have a fruitful run 
of some weeks, until a novelty can be 
nounted.

A COLLISION AT SEA,

THE STEAMER MAIN RUNS DOWN A BARK— 
ONE LIFE LOST. 

Haurrax, Nova Scotia, April 16.—The 
North German Lloyd’s steamer Main, Capt. H. 
Christoffers, from New-York to Bremen with a 
general cargo and over 150 passengers, arrived 
here this morning with her bows damaged. 
When four days out from New-York in latitude 
40° 54’, longitude 54° 89’, the steamer came into 
collision with the Russian bark Kalaja, Capt. 
Keakinen, from the West Indies for Havre, 
loaded with logwood, striking her just aft the 
mizzen rigging. The steamer cut clean through 
the bark, the latter’s stern going on one 
side and the bow part on the _ other. 
The man at the bark’s wheel was _ lost, 
The w atch on the steamer states that he did not 
see the bark’s lights until too late to get out of 
her way. The mate of the bark, whose watch it 
was when the collision occurred, said: ‘* The 
night was dark, but clear, and the water was 
smooth. The bark was steering east, and sight- 
ed the steamer’s lights about 1 o'clock A, M. on 
Tuesday. The steamer kept coming closer and 
closer, till abreast of us, when she ported her 
helm, and at the same time the bark’s helm put 
hard aport, but in a few minutes the steamer 
crashed into the bark, cutting directly through. 
Capt. Kaakinn was asleep in his bunk six teet 
from where the steamer struck. I ran _ to 
assist the man at the wheel when I 
saw the steamer coming on us, and 
after the steamer had crashed through our ship 
we were both thrown into the water. [succeed- 
ed in getting upon pieces of wreckage and float- 
ed; my companion I did not see afterward, Half 
an hour later I was rescued by the steamer’s 
boat, which had been sent out in search of miss- 
ing men. When I goton board the steamer IL 
tound the bark’s crew sayed, except the steward 
and the man who was at the wheel. Further 
search resulted in the finding of the former,who 
was pretty well exhausted. The wheelman 
could not be found, and it 13 supposed he was 
struck by the steamer and killed.’ 

The Captain of the bark states that himself 
and crew were shown every kindness on board 
the steamer. He feels the loss of his ship and 
seaman keenly. Nothing was saved from the 
bark. Inashorttime after the crew got off the 
bark capsized. The steamer has on board anum- 
ber of cabin and intermediate passengers. One 
of the former stated that the scene on board the 
steamer immediately after the collision was of 
the most exciting character. Passengers rushed 
on deck, and it was with difficulty that many of 
them could be persuaded that the steamer was 
not going to sink. The officers, however, finally 
restored order. There is a large hole in the 
steamer’s starboard bow. She willbe repaired at 
this port.

CoLuMBIA, Penn., April 16.—There is in 
possession of the descendants of Col. Andrew 
Ellicott, of this county, a wampum belt of rare 
beauty and value, which is preserved as a me- 
mento of the shrewdness and skill of the great 
surveyor, by which he not only became the pos- 


sessor of the belt, but saved his life and the 


lives of many others. Directly after the pur- 
chase of Louisiana from the French Govern- 
ment Col. Ellicott was sent by the United States 
Government to survey the boundary line be- 
tween the new territory and Mexico, which then 
included Texas. He was accompanied by a large 
corps of engineers and 100 Government troops. 
They bad penetrated into the interior of the 


then wild country, when one day Ellicott 
and his engineer corps found themselves sur- 
rounded by alarge body of Blackfeet Indians, 
by whom the entire party was captured. Col. 
Ellicott had a half breed interpreter, who found 
out that it was the intention of the Indians to 
massacre the white captives, and he informed 
the chiefs that his master was a great medicine 
man who could do many wonderful things, 
among them being his ability to kill a man or 
any living thing at a distance of 150 yards, while 
the object he shot at was hidden from view be- 
hind a tree, and he would not aim at it or shoot 
throughthe tree. The chiefs said thatif the in- 
terpreter’s master would kill a wild turkey in 
that way they would give the whole party their 
liberty. Col. Ellicott was not a good rifie shot, 
hut he was able to do many ciever things in 
shooting by means of mechanical tricks. When 
the decision of the chief was given they pro- 
cured the turkey and told Col. Ellicott to exhibit 
his power. Confident of his success, he 
drove a stake in the ground a few feet beyond 
the trunk of the tree with an axe. Tying the 
turkey firmly to the stake soit could not move 
from its position, he walked in an oblique di- 
rection to one side of thetree and struck the 
blade of his axe, apparently with no design, into 
the ground and then made a mark on it with 
chalk. Pacing off the 150 yards, he aimed at the 
chalk mark and fired. The Indian chief ran behind 
the tree and brought the turkey out dead, the 
ball, glancing from the axe, having passed clear 
through its body, with such nicety had Col. Elli- 
cott calculated the angles. The principal chief 
was so delighted with the feat that he unclasped 
the magnificent belt he wore and fastened it 
about Col. Ellicott’s waist. The surveyors were 
given their liberty, and the belt worn by the Col- 
one! insured him and his party safety and rever- 
ence during the remainder of the survey. 








A MURDERER LYNCHED. 

PrerReE, Dakota, April 16.—At 2 o’clock 
this morning a mob of about 25 men came from 
the eastern part of this county, and, taking 
James H. Bell, of Harrold, from the jail, hanged 
him to the flagstaff of the Court House. The of- 
fense was the murder of Forest G. Small, a law- 
yer, formerly of Sterling, Ill., on Dec. 4 last. The 
mob gained access to the jail because the locks 
and bars were worthless. The lynchers did not 
take more than 15 minutes to do their work, at 
the end of which time the Sheriff arrived from 
the hotel and cut down the victim, the mob dis- 
persing at his approach. Bell was still alive 
when cut down, but his heart ceased to beat 
soon afterward. So hastily was the lynching 
done that the victim’s arms were not pinioned, 
and asthe mob heard the ringing of the tele- 
pace they hastened their work by pulling on 
nig body, which hung only_aé_e couple 
of feet from the ground. The leaders 
of the mob were from Harrold and received ac- 
cessions in Blunt; leaving the latter place at 
dark in all manner of vehicles, the last of them 
arriving an hour or more too late. When Bell 
was seized he cried ** Murder”’ three times before 
his voice was stifled, and once more when 
the rope was put over his head. No attempt was 
made to molest his confessing accomplice, Ben- 
nett, who was in tne jail when they came 
through. The lynchers were provided with two 
ropes already prepared. The District Court is 
in session, and Bell’s case was before the Grand 
Jury,with a probability of indictment to-day,but 
the term being necessarily short it was feared 
that the case would have to be continued and 
Bell would escape justice. The proof of his 
guilt and the enormity of the crime have accu- 
mulated since the discovery of Small’s body, 
and each new detail of atrocity in connection 
with the commission of the crime increased the 
popular indignation. 


ARBOR DAY IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

PHILADELLHIA, Penn., April 16.—Arbor 
Day was duly observed here by the planting of 
trees in the park, public squares, and some of 
the streets, and around schoolhouses. The 
weather was favorable. At Lancaster the day 
was generally observed by the citizens and 
school children. Gov. Pattison assisted in the 
planting at the Millersville State Normai School. 


At Reading the day was fine and pleasant, anda 
large nnmber of trees were planted by school 
children at the public and private school build- 
ings. Intelligence received from other sections 
in Berks County states that farmers and others 
planted a large number of trees. Reports re- 
ceived from Shamokin, Ashland, Shenandoah, 
Mahanoy City, and other towns in the coal 
regions show that Arbor Day was very general- 
ly observed by the public schools. In Shenan- 
doah the school] children assembled in Columbia 
Park after the work of planting trees had been 
completed, and were addressed by prominent 
citizens. In Mount Carmel the Primitive Meth- 
odist Conference adjourned and joined with the 
schools in tree planting. Addresses were deliv- 
ered by the Rev. Drs. Yarrow and Humphreys, 
of Brooklyn; Stewart, of Massachusetts; Mar- 
quette, of England, and other prominent clergy- 
men attending the convention. In Shamokin 
the graduating classes planted a tree with im- 
pressive ceremonies. 








ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP A HOUSE. 

BartTrmmore, Md., April16.—Some time ago 
one of the largest glass manufacturing establish- 
ments in this city discharged all the men em- 
ployed and closed one of the furnaces. The other 
furnace was kept running and apprentices were 
employed, About six weeks agoa number of 
the apprentices struck and threats were made 
against those who remained. Ten of those who 
continued to work boarded at the corner of 
Eutaw and West streets, which is convenient to 
the glass works, and ata late hour last night an 
attempt was made to blow up the house, A can 
containing 10 pounds of gunpowder was placed 
in the cellar, to which a fuse was attached; 
the fuse was lighted by a match worked by a 
string, and the explosion occurred. The house 
was baqiy shaken, and one of the boys intended 
to be damaged was thrown from his bed, but re- 
ceived no serious injury. The parties who made 
the attempt to blow up the house have not been 
discovered,

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MATSADA GETS WORSTED.

GIANT WINS A LONG-CON- 
TESTED MATCH, 

Turn Hall, in East Fourth-street, was 
crowded to its utmost capacity last evening 
when Cari Abs, the champion wrestler of Ger- 
many, and Matsada Sorakichi, the Japanese 
‘* wonder,” faced each other for the second time. 
The spectators were of a different character 
from that which usually attend exhibi- 
tions of this kind. The confidence man 
and gambling element were missing, and 
their places were taken by  honest- 
faced German grocery store and lager beer 
saloon keepers, who came witha desire to see 
their countryman floor the representative of 
Japan. After yelling for about half an hour 
the spectators were gratified to see the athletes 
appear on the stage. Abs appeared to be a 
trifle lighter than he has been in his previous 
matches. Hiseyes, however, were very bright, 
and the muscles of his arms and shoulders stood 
out like knots of oak, the effect of hard training. 
Sorakichi weighed 160 pounds and stood 5 feet 
6inchesin height. He was a decided contrast to 
the well-developed German, who is half a foot 
tallerand weiched 30 pounds more than the 
Mongolian. Steve O’Donnell acted as spoksman. 
He said Edward Mallahan would fill the position 
of referee, Prof. Hoeffler would second Abs, and 
he would filla like position for the Oriental. 
The conditions were the same as the previous 
match, Grmco-Roman style, best two falls out 
of three, for $250 a side. 

*T don’t intend to give any intermission until 
a fall is gained,” said the referee; *“‘and if it is 
necessary I will make the men wrestle all night,”’ 

When ** Time” was called both men walked to 
the middle of the stage and began their work. 
The Jap at once assumed the offensive, but the 
strong German, however, waited until an op- 
portunity presented itself. He had not long to 
wait, he Jap lowered his head, and in 
an instant Abs took advantage of this 
move by getting a firm neck hold. Matsada 
tried to release himself, but without success, 
and he saw his only hope was 1n spreading him- 
self on the floor. Big Abs, however, contrived 
to geta “* half Nelson,” and he slowly turned his 
man over on his back. The time of the fall was 
just four minutes. The spectators were unde- 
cided whether or not a fall had been gained. 
The referee walked to the front of the platform 
and said: 

**One fall for Abs.” : 

This announcement was greeted with cheers. 
Nine-tenths of the persons ini the hall were on 
their feet bestowing praise on the representative 
wrestler of Germany. One admirer, while 
rattling off German, rushed to the front of the 
hall and threw a bouquet of flowers to his cham- 
pion. Alderman Walsh was present with his 
lieutenant, Jerry Hartigan. The latter, who was 
one of the interested spectators, made himself 
conspicuous by taking off his hat, waving it, and 
yelling at the top of his voice: 

“The Dootch are good for something, Fatty,” 
he shouted. “ Be jabers, Sauerkraut will win 
or Jerry Hartigan from the bend in Mulberry- 
street is greatly mistaken.” 

After a rest of 10 minutes the men were once 
more called to the scratch. The Jap had tire 
in his eyes. He went at his burly ‘antag- 
onist with determination, and after wrestling 
three minutes he succeeded in putting the 
German gianton the floor by a strong body hold. 
Abs laid on his stomach and the Oriental athlete, 
after resting a few seconds, tried to turn him 
over. Hetrieda ** half Nelson,” but he could 
not budge hisman, Looking at the ponderous 
proportions of the big man he shook his head 
and muttered rather disconsolate]l y— 

* Too muchee like Jumbo,” 

After remaining on the floor for three minutes 
Abs managed to regain his feet. He showed the 
effects of his rest by rushing Matsada all over 
the stage. Once he threw him against the ropes, 
and it looked as though he would gain the sec- 
ond fall and win the match. Sorakichi, how- 
ever, managed to get his foot entangled in the 
ropes, and by this piece of strategy he saved 
himself from being thrown. <Abs’s followers 
were not slowin noticing this movement, and 
they gave vent to their feelings by yelling 
“Foul! foul!” It looked for atime as though 
the match would end in a row, but the appear- 
ance of Sergt, Gallagher, of the Seventeenth 
Precinct, on the stage, and a threat of clearing 
the hall, induced the onlookers to remain 
quiet. After wrestling for a tew moments 
longer the big man caught the Jap off 
his guard, and in an instant he threw 
him on all fours. The Mongolian, however, 
was “content to stay there, and he only laushed 
at the exertions of his opponent, who worked 
like a Trojan to turn him over. Abs, for the 
first time, seemed to lose his temper. He caught 
the Jap by the neck, and for a time it looked as 
though the services of a Coroner would be nec- 
essary. The referee, however, noticed the lock, 
and he stopped it. 

** Don’t choke him,” he said. ‘* That’s enough 
of that sort of work.” 

he Jap managed to get up shortly afterward, 
and went at his adversary viciously. They had 
wrestled in the second bout for one hour and 40 
minutes without gaining a fall, and it was plain 
to be seen that the Jap was tiring rapidly. He 
struggled for three minutes longer and then de- 
cided to give it up, saving to bis trainer, **me 
sick, me sick.” The referee announced the 


Jap’s determination, and said he would award 
the match to Abs.

Weare recently in receipt of the much-prized and 
touching jetter which you, venerable brothers, in the 
Plenary Council ot Baltimore assembled. transmitted 
to us under date Dec. 6, A: D. 1884, and with glad and 
joyful hearts we have read that most convincing proof 
of the earnest fraternal charity with which you haye 
in spirit been with usin the 10 years and more of trial 
and persecution undergone by the Bishops, priests, and 
the great body of the faithful in Prussia. 

Your words of apostolic charity, thus made known 
to us and to ourclergy and faithful through the col- 
umns of the press, have afforded us great strength and 
comfort and increased our confidence in God. To you, 
consequently, individually and collectively, we ten- 
der the sincere acknowledgements of our gratitude 
for such a bright and striking proof of your charity 
and sympathy, and with hearts glowing with the senti- 
ments you have aroused, we glory in the 
Lord, who, in this our hour of trial, has 
not only given to all the faithful of our 
land the opportunity of suffering many ignominies ana 
trials for His name’s sake and that of His church, but 
bas. moreover, by the power and wonders of His grace, 
amid so many cruel temptations and sufferings. deigned 
to keep Bishops, clergy, and faithful steadfast in the 
unbroken unity of faith and in firm adhesion and loyal 
devotion to the Holy Apostolic See and Christ’s Vicar 
on earth. Many and precious are the fruits unto justice 
which, during continuance of this persecution, have 
been gathered in by the patience of the faithful and 
their constancy and earnestnossin the public defense 
of their faith avd the church’s rights and liberties, 
equally as in the cultivation of the Christian virtues 
and the performance of good works. Hence we cher- 
ish the certain hope that the day will come when 
the trials laid upon us may, with the help 
ot His grace, be brought to a happy issue. But 
alas! far off as yet appears the end and our delivery 
from affilction, The chain of the May laws, by 
which the liberties and the rights of the church are 
fettered, still binds and galis us. Our seminaries and 
monasteries are oo ee thousands of parishes still 
remain desolate, bereft of Pastors.

the supplications of many the time of divine assistance 
may, as wetrust. be hastened. 

Meanwhile we congratulate you, venerable brethren 
in the Lord, for that in your Republic the church re- 
joices in that fullness of liberty so essentially necessary 
to herand her due) by right divine. We turther con- 
gratulate you on the wonderful growth and flourishing 
condition of the church—u growth and prosperity with 
which God in his goodness has most bounteously 
blessed and rewarded your energetic and untiring 
labors in these vast provinces which constitue the 
portion of the vineyard committed to your care. 
Finally, we tender our congratulations on the happy 
result of your laborsinthe Third Plenary Council of 
Baltimore, at the same time imploring the Almighty 
and Merciful God, eresas the intercession of his most 
blessed and immaculate Mother, to crown these labors 
with the most abundant fruits, which may redound to 
His greater glory and the salvation of souls.

A WESTERN POOL FORMED 


BETWEEN TRUNK LINE TERMINI 
AND THE MISSISSIPPI. 

THE PRESENT POOL TO HOLD UNTIL JUNE 
1—THE PLANS AND METHODS OF THE 
NEW ASSOCIATION, 

Cuicaco, April 16.—The roads west of 
the trunk line termini and east of the Mississippi 
River have finally decided upon an agreement 
for anew pool. It was decided to keep the pres- 
ent pool intact until June 1, until which time all 
the roads will continue to report to Commis- 
sioner Fink. The committee was instructed to 
include in the pool the Lehigh, West Snore, 
Chesapeake and Ohio, and Lackawanna Roads, 
without whose active participation it would be 
impossible to maintain any pooling arrangement. 
Under the new agreement what is to be known 
as the Central Traffic Association will include 
railroads operating west of the trunk line ter- 
minieast of the Mississippi River. All freight 
traffic originating at or west of certain points, 
to be named hereafter, which is destined for the 
western termini of the trunk lines will be in- 
cluded in the jurisdiction of the association. 
Sectional pools are to be tormed at Chicago, 
Peoria, St.Louis, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, 
Toledo, and Detroit, and such other points as 
may be agreed upon, to facilitate business, The 
conduct of the grouped pools is to be left to 
local committees as far as possible. 

The affairs of the association are to be 
managed by a Board of Managers consist- 
ing of the managing officer of each road in tho 
association. Where the co-operation of the 
trunk lines is requisite this Board of Managers, 
together with the Executive Committee of the 
trunk lines, isto form a joint Executive Com- 
mittee. A Commissioner is to be appointed. 
The intention of the agreement 1s to so divide 
the tonnage at each fixed point asto insure, if 
possible, to each line its fixed percentage of each 
class of freight. A clearing house is provided 
for, under the control of the Commissioner. 
The percentages decided upon by arbitration are 
to govern until Jan. All questions 


> 1886. 
brought before the board are to be decided upon 
by a majority vote. 


THE WABASH SYSTEM, 
JUDGE BREWER REFUSING TO ALLOW 
LEASED LINES TO BE GIVEN UP. 


Sr. Lours, April 16.—Judge Brewer, of 
the United States Circuit Court, delivered an 
opinion this morning on the application by the 
Receivers of the Wabash Road for an order of 
the court allowing them to cease operating 
certain non-paying leased lines of the sys- 
tem after May 1 next.. The Judge said 
that in the case of all leased lines 
whose incomes are greater than their onerating 
expenses, the Receivers are to pay rent or in- 
terest on the mortgage assumed by the Wabash 
Road out of the net earnings. Where the net 
income is not sufficient to pay the full rent, only 
such income should be paid the leased line for 
rent. In cases where the income is just enough 
to pay the operating expenses the Receivers 
are to pay no rent, but are to con- 
tinue operating the road. In cases where 
the net income is not sufficient to pay the oper- 
ating expenses the Receivers are to pay no rent 
and are to cut down the operating expenses 
with an unsparing, but discriminating, hane@. 
In no case are they to discontinue operations 
on any road. Receivers were appointed, 
said the Judge, to preserve and _ keep 
the entire Wabash system as a “going 
concern.” In case there is any debt 
incurred in running these leased lines, that is, if 
the revenue derived from the main line is not 
sufficient to pay the operating expenses of the 
branch lines. the Receivers must issue certifi- 
cates to make up the deficiency. This can be 
easily done, as the Receivers were authorized to 
issue $2.500,0 of such certificates, and only 
$500,000 of them have so far been issued. 

The court then directed an order to issue at 
the instance of the Cairo Division restoring this 
division or branch to its owners and taking it 
out of the Wabash system pending the fore- 
closure proceedings which have been brought 
by the first mortgage bondholders of that road 
in Illinois. The court overruled the application 
of the Central Trust Company for the aepems- 
ment of Solon Humphreys and Tnomas E. Tutt 
Receivers under the bill filed by them for a 
foreclosure. The court holds that the present 
Receivers are not the Receivers of any particu- 
lar party, but the arms of the court, to hold the 
property of the Wabash system in the possession 
of the court for the benefit of all creditors alike. 
The court also deniedthe motionof the first 
mortgage bondholders of the North Missourt 
Road to modify the orderof the court which 
makes the Receivers’ certificates a first lien on 
all the property of the road,inciuding the se- 
curity of the North Missouri first mortgage 
bondholders.

MAKING ANNUAL REPORTS. 


Derrorr, Mich., April 16.—The annual 
report of the Detroit, Lansing and Northern 
Railroad for 1884 shows that the company owns 
221% miles of road, and leases 89 more. The gross 
earnings were $1,528,591; decrease from 1883, 
$267,853; operating expenses, $865,270; 65 per cent. 
decrease from 1883, $193,800; net earnings, $463,- 
821; decrease from 1883, $74,550. The interest 
charges against net earnings amount to 
$265,893. The balance available for 
dividends, adding the surplus brought 
over from the preceding year of $68,323, 
amounted to $265,751, from which the following 
dividends have been paid: Seven per cent. on 

referred stock, paid Aug. 15, 1884, and Feb. 16, 

885, $175,700; 3 per cent. on common stock, paid 
Aug. 15, 1884, $54,765; balance to credit income, 
$35,286. Included in the operating expenses 
were $118,332, properly chargeable to repairs and 
construction. The freight handled during the 

ear was 517,187 tons; passengers carried, 652,055; 

onded debt Jan. 1, 1885, $3,733,000. 

The annual report of the Chicago and West 
Michigan Railroad for 1884 has also just been 
issued. The length of the road is 413% miles, 294 
laid with steel rails; gross earnings, $1,469,608; 
decrease from 1883, $80,431; operating: expenses, 
$1,000,690, or 68 per cent. decrease from 1883, 
$184,534; net earnings, $468,977; increase over 
1883, $104,102: interest charges against net earn- 
ings, $219,869; balance available for dividends, 
$249,108; surplus brought over from preced- 
ing year, $108,892. Irom the total sur- 
plus a 2 per. cent. dividend was paid 
Aug. 15, 1884, and 14% per cent. Feb. 16, 1885, or a 
total of $215,227. The roadbea and track are 
being steadily improved, 2,000 tons of steel rails 
and 183,000 ties having been put in during 1884, 
the cost of which is charged to operating ex- 
penses.

THE PACIFIC ROADS, 

The Street was convinced yesterday 
that, despite the rose-colored assertions of Wed- 
nesday concerning the settlement of the pend- 
ing differences between the Pacific Railroads 
and the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, the 
agreement sought for was apparently as far off 
as ever, due to the unexpected attitude of the 
Central Pacific management. The Union Pacific 
was quite willing to agree tothe proposition 
made by Jay Gould on, Wednesday, and its 
formal assent will probably be given to-day. 

But Mr. Huntington and Mr. Crocker were ap- 
parently not so weil convinced of the value of 
the arrangement for the Central Pacific, and de- 
clined to commit that company to the proposi- 
tion. Mr. Huntington said in regard to the prob- 
able action of the company: “* We have not as yet 
lg ges considered the proposition adopted at 
the Pacific Mail meeting, and pending this consid- 
eration I do not want to make any definite state- 
ment.

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NEWFOUNDLAND'S CATOH OF COD. 
St. John’s Letter to the Montreal Gazette. 

The statement of the extent and value 
of ourexports forthe year ending July 31, 1884, 
just issued by the St. John’s Chamber of Com- 
merce shows that the catch of codfish in 1883 was 
the largest on record. Putting together the 
whole products of the codfishery exported that 
year, including fish, oil, and other items, the 
value is $7,503,367. The importance of our grand 
staple is thus apparent, as compared with all 
our other fisheries. The products of the cod- 
fishery constitute almost five-sixths of our 
exports. Even these figures do not show 
the entire value of the codtishery for 
that year. The fishermen’s consump- 
tion is uot reckoned, and during the 
Summer they live largely on the fish taken. If 
we allow the average consumption of cod to be 
half a quintal per head for the whole popula- 
tion—now about 194,000—this would be a mod- 
eratecalculation. The value of 97,000 quintals 
for home consumption would be $388,000, and 
this being added to the value of the quantity ex- 
ported we get $7,891,867 as the entire value of 
codfish taken in 1883. It is wonderful to think 
that the great draft of codfish has been going 
on for more than 300 years without any appar- 
ent diminution in the source of supply. The 
catch of 1888, which was mainly on the shores 
of the island and coast of Labrador, was 
the largest ever known. The French take 
annually, on the shores and on the Banks, about 
860,000 quintals of cod, worth $1,440,000. The 
Americans take an immense quantity, of which 
no returns are given,on the Banks; and still 
there are no evidences whatever of exhaustion. 
The largest codfishery previous to 1884 was that 
of 1847, when 1,609,724 quintals were taken, but 
the exports of that year were less than those of 
1884 by half a million of dollars. Adding to- 
gether the home consumption and exports of 
cod in 1884, we have 1,830,417 quintals as the quan- 
tity actually taken. Tnus the Newfoundland 
codfishery sustains its character as the largest 
and most vaiuable codfisherv in the world, 
Next to it comes that of Norway, with an aver- 
age catch of about 700,000 quintals, 


ABSURD RULES OF THE ENGLISH BAR. 
From the London Truth. 

Since the world began was there ever 
anything so absurd and indefensible as the rules 
of the English Par? A barrister, however hun- 
gry, must not take aless fee than a guinea; he 
must not advertise for work; he must not treat 
with his clients without the intervention of an 
attorney; he has no legal claim for his fees, and 
heisnot liable for his negligence. Take again 
the grotesque rule as to precedence, There are, 
let it be supposed, upon a particular circuit, two 
barristers, A and B. A is a prodigy of legal 
learning, but no orator. B knows next to no 
law, but talks like a house on fire. It is thought 
desirable to secure both. But the attorney for- 
getsto look in the * Law List,’ and when the 
case comes on the unfortunate client finds that, 
by reason of the rule of precedence, the speech 
falls to the silent man, while the orator has to 
content himself with examining a few of the 
less important witnesses. Can anything more 
utterly foolish be imagined? 
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AN OSTRICH WITH A WOODEN LEG. 
From the Anaheim (Cal.) Gazette. 

Some time ago the rare and ludicrous 
sight of an ostrich with a wooden leg might 
have been seen at the ostrich farm. The ostriches 
first hatched were deficient in bone structure, a 
fact which is attributed to the deficiency of a 


certain element in the food of the parent birds— 
a deficiency which has now been supplied. The 
bones of the legs in these young chicks were 
very soft and breakable, and much of the mor- 
tality among them was due to broken legs. As 
an experiment, Superintendent Sketchley—who 
isan M, D.—amputated the leg of one of the 
birds which had broken it accidentally below the 
knee, and strapped on a wooden leg, upon which 
the bird strutted around for some time. Those 
who have seen the ungainly and mincing gait of 
the ostrich when equipped with natural legs can 
imagine what a peculiar step one of them would 
have with an artificial limb, Unfortunately, the 
bird thus singularly equipped broke his leg 
above the knee and died. 


THE ILLINOIS DEADLOCK. 

Cuicaco, April 16.—Although Sittig, the 
Republican, by announcing a pair with the dead 
Democrat, has prevented Gen. Logan from get- 
ting out the full party strength, the Morrison 
men are not satisfied, but willattempt to stave 
off a vote indefinitely and prevent the election 
ofany Democrat.

Insur- 
ance on building was $1,400, which only partly 
covers the loss. Loss on contents, $1,000; no 
insurance. 

The Lincoln Coal Company’s shaft, at 
Lincoln, Il, caught fire yesterday morning, and 
was soon a mass of flames. The fire was caused 
by the explosion of a torch in the oil room, 
Cages were kept running untila few minutes 
before the wire cable snapped in two.

AN INCIPIENT FIGHT WITH BROKER MONT- 
GOMERY IN THE PRODUCE EXCHANGE. 


The news of probable peace between 
England and Russia produced anything but a 
peaceful reeling yesterday among the brokers at 
the Produce Exchange, the fluctuations of the 
past few days having induced a state of mind 
among them best described as “dazed.”

Push- 
ing his way through the crowd, he finally 
got behind Montgomery, and just as he 
was raising his voice to shout out a 
priée, Geer jammed his hat over his face. 

he astonished Montgomery, raising the hat and 
seeing Geer laughing at him, in turn pulled 
Geer’s hat over his face, but this did not suit 
Geer. Throwing off his hat, he squared off in 
Sullivan style, and before his antagonist could 
raise his guard, threw out his left fist, landing 
directly upon Montgomery’s shoulder. The blow 
came with a force that lea the latter to believe 
that, if the market had no strength, the broker 
had considerable left. Montgomery pulled him- 
self together and was about descending upon his 
opponent, when the pair were separated and 
business was resumed.

HERAT AND RUSSIA’S ADVANCE. 


{HE RUSSIANS AT THE GATES OF HERAT. By 
CHARLES MARVIN. With Maps and, Portraits, 
i2mo. New-York: CHARLES SCRLBNER’S SONS, 
1885, [Advance sheets.] 


The author of this volume has long occu- 
pied aunique position among authorities on 
the political questions of Central Asia. He 
has not only traveled widely and frequently 
in Afghanistan and the lands of the Turco- 
man; he has traveled and observed there 
for special purposes, and these purposes 
have been the writing of informing books 
and the spreading of exact knowledge 
among the statesmen and people of En- 
gland. Themen who have made the re- 
cent history of Central Asia he has known 
well—Skobeleff, Alikhanoff, Kouropatkin, 
and Komaroff, to name a few—and all the 
steps by which Russia has extended her 
domain since her flotilla left the port of 
Petrovsk in the Autumn of 1869 and made 
its descent upon Krasnovodsk, on the op- 
posite shore of the Caspian, are as familiar 


to him as the history of England in the 
same period is to the average member of 
the House of Commons. Indeed, he has 
stood quite alone among his countrymen 
in the possession of information which 
could be called exhaustive, exact, and 
thoroughly trustworthy. He has pub- 
lished many books, and statesmen in 
England of light and leading have ob- 
tained from them facts and figures wholly 
unknown to them before and unattain- 
able by them elsewhere. It was altogether 
desirable that he should write the present 
volume at this time, when information 
about this disputed territory isso much 
needed and so very hard to get. The vol- 
ume is a perfect mine of information. 
From adjectives, elaborate argument, and 
mere description of places and scenes it is 
singularly free. Keeping closely in mind 
this one absorbing question of the hour, he 
has admirably subordinated all things else 
of an ornamental or entertaining nature 
to the statement of the essential facts bear- 
ing on this question. He disclaims any feel- 
ing of hatred for Russia; onthecontrary, 
he professes to have a greater love for her, 
the country of his youth, than that pos- 
sessed by those ‘‘ traders in politics who 
lauded her indiscriminately in 1877 
from motives of self or party inter- 
est and abandoned her afterward to false 
attacks.’’ But for Russia’s late operations 
in Central Asia he has no words but those 
of condemnation. The advance on Merv 
was an act of deliberate aggression. All 
the published literature on Merv “ does not 
contain a single charge against the peo- 
ole of Merv in excuse for the annexation.”’ 
Vhat the Czar had in view was the crea- 
tion of anew base for the Eastern ques- 
tion and the acquisition of a stepping 
stone to Herat. All the talk about the 
“voluntary submission”’ of the people of 
Merv was clap-trap. The blow had been 
planned with care by the Russian Govern- 
ment; it was totally unprovoked; it was 
struck in violation of a whole series of 
solemn assurances to England, and it was 
struck “in a treacherous and cowardly 
manner.” Of the sack of Geok Tepé—a 
story which has never beer related—he 
says an Armenian Jew who was present at 
the sack told him the-carnage there was 
fearful: 

*** One thousand Russians,’ said this Armenian, 
‘cut down 8,000 Turcomans in a few hours. 
The whole country was covered with corpses. 
The morning after the battle they lay in rows, 
like “per d mown hay, as they had been swept 
down bythe mitrailieurs andartillery. 1 myself 
saw babies bayoneted or slashed to pieces. Many 
women were ravished before being killed.’ 
*‘But Skobeleff told me that not a woman had 
been dishonored.’ * Lots were,’ he replied en- 
ergetically. ‘They were ravished by the sol- 
diers before my eyes. Skobeleff may not have 
known it. I could tell you many horrible things 
that took place, but [tapping his lips significant- 
ly] it is better to be silent in this world. The 
plunder at Geok Tepé was immense. The troops 
were allowed to get drunk, plunder and kill for 
three days after the assault.’ ” 

Such is Russia fighting in Central Asia. 
This Armenian Jew acted as an interpret- 
er for a Russian secret mission to Cabul a 
few years ago. Why heshould manufact- 
ure astory like this it would be difficult 
tosay. Shortly after the annexation of 
Merv asixpenny map was issued by the 
Russian general staff, in which the Afghan 
border from Sarakhs to the Oxus bulged 
downward toa point within 50 miles of 
Herat. This map reached England and 
was indignantly denounced there. It was 
generally thought that Russia had de- 
manded a good deal in the hope of getting 
concessions from a Government which had 
a reputation for yielding to pressure. But 
the line further to,the north—the Sarakhs- 
Khoja-Saleh line—had already been 
tacitly adopted by the statesmen of 
the two countries as the front- 
ier line, and hence, when Russia 
gave assurance after assurance that she 
would not violate the integrity of Afghan- 
istan, Mr. Marvin holds that she was 
aware that England had this boundary 
in mind and had every reason to believe 
it was in Russia’s mind also. To say that 
Russia did not have itin her mind is to 
say that her statesmen ‘‘were simply 
playing the part of blackleg lawyers or 

esuits of the darkest hue.’”’ Mr. Marvin 
has a copy of a staff map used by Sko- 
beleff in 1881, in which this line is given as 
the Afghan boundary. He says: 

“Now this line not only includes Penjdeh, 
which is a good 40 miles to the south of it, and 
Bariyazi, which is at least 20, butalso every point 
claimed or occupied by Russia. The Ameer, in 
occupying Penjdeh, simply occupied what Rus- 
sian maps showed to bein his dominions. On 
the other hand, when Komaroff, many weeks 
later, occupied Pul-i-Khatun, 39 miles trom Sa- 
rakhs, he occupied what Russian maps excluded 
from Tuarkmenia and also placed in Afghanistan. 
He violated, in short, the integrity of the terri- 
tory of the Ameer. Andthe furtber he subse- 

uently advanced,to Zulfikar and Ak Robat, 
the more_ he violated that integrity. In one 
plain word, he invaded Afganistan. He crossed 
the line which Russian statesmen, in. giving 
their assurances,had always treated as the bound- 
ary of the Ameer’s dominions. Had Skobeleff 
marched to Mervin 1881, his movements would 
have been regulated by that line, for it was 
marked on the map which he used at the seat of 
war, and which is now in my possession.” 

The real importance of Herat—a city so 
situated that artillery might effectually 
fire into it, and by no means at present 
worthy of the name of fortress—is made 
remarkably ciear and impressive by Mr. 
Marvin. To call it the key of India means 
little inthe nrere phrase, happy as it is. 
What Mr. Marvin does is to show why the 
phrase fits the case: 

* Our Generals and the Generals of Russia 
vahe Herat, not solely on account of the city, 
buton account of the resources of the district 
in which it is situated—resources in corn and 
beet, which, if swept into any poentot the Herat 
district, not necessarily to Herat itself, would 
feedan army of at least 100,000 men and sustain 
themduring the final advance upon India. It 
isthis great camping ground, and not exclu- 
Sivelythe town of Herat, that is the key of In- 
dia. If a line be drawn south of Herat 100 miles 
to Furrah, a second west 70 miles to Kusan on 
the Persian frontier, and a third 120 miles north, 
behind the points occupied by the Russians, a 
rough itea may be formed of a district as fer- 
tile as Eagland throughout, and possessing mar- 
velous mineral resources. This is the camping 
pens, this is the place of arms, which 

ussi& wants, in order that she may be always 
able to threaten India. There isno such camp- 
ing groun¢ anywhere between the Caspian and 
Herat, and none again between Herat and India. 
Hence, not vitnout reason, have the ablest Gen- 
erals of England and Russia designated the 
district the key of India. * * * Ak Robat, 
Pul-i-Khbisti, &c., which Russia has seized, are 
inseparable parts of the key of India. Penjdeh, 
which they claim, is absolutely essential to its 
security. These places are included within the 
, fertile zone of Herat. The Russians have crossed 

, the desert zone and established themselves upon 
it. They have settled aown onthe edge of the 
— camping ground I have described. Shall 
hey remain there? That is the point which En- 
gland has got to settle. if they do remain—if we 
resign to Russia the gates of Herat—the All- 
khanoffs and the Komaroffs will soon possess 
themseives of the rest of the great camping 
ground, and hold the key of .India. * * * 
Were the resources of the key of India contained 
inside the city of Herat there would be some 
excuse for leaving the Russians at Ak Robat and 
other Afghan points, and contenting ourselves 
with replacing the mud walls with impregnabie 
fortifications; but since the resources lie spread 
over the eat camping ground have de- 
scribed, stretching north and south of the Paro- 
pamisus Downs, England cannot but resent at- 
tempts to fasten a hold upon any part of it. To 
violate the integrity of one part of the key of 
India is to impair the value of the whole of it.” 

Mr. Marvin contends that the sending of 
M. Lessar to London had for its object, 
not certain steps that would lead to the 
withdrawal of Russian troops from any 
point they had already occupied, but 
*“*the formation of another pro-Russian 

rty,’” trusting thus to winning the bat- 
© of the boundaries not on the frontier, 
but in the midst of distracted England.” 
M. Lessar is an umiable young traveler 
eee bes earvased, the disputed territory 


thoroughly what Russia de- 
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not been wholly without success. One or 
two prominent newspapers have taken up 
his cause and the celebrated “O. K.’’ has 
been permitted to write articles for their 
columns. One of these articles Mr. Mar- 
vin, with consideral deliberation, calls ‘‘a 
pack of lies.”’ 

Of more pressing interest, perhaps, than 
anything else in the volume are the chap- 
ters on the transcaspian Railway and a 
Russian invasion of India. This railway 
was begun, it appears, at the request of 
Skobeleff. In case of the failure of the 
Berlin Congress, Russia had provided her- 
self with material for 100 miles of railway 
for use in the Balkan campaign. Skobe- 
leff saw it stored away in the magazines 
at Bender, in Bessarabia, and asked that it 
be shifted to the Caspian and laid down 
from the eastern shore of that sea in the 
direction of Geok Tepé. Some time ago 
the road had been completed as far as 
Kizil Arvat,a point 144 miles east of the 
Caspian. It is a five-foot road, and ‘as 
f£00d as any in Russia.”” The construction 
of this line has been sanctioned as far 
as Askabad, 100 miles east of Kizil Arvat, 
and Russia intends finally to reach’ Sa- 
rakhs, if not Herat itself. To build itfrom 
Askabad to Sarakhs would cost £742,000, 
and from Sarakhs to Herat £910,000 more, 
or £1,652,000 for the whole distance. 
“Thus,” exclaims Mr. Marvin, “for less 
than the price of a couple of ironclads 
Russia could carry her railway system 
right into the very key of India.” 
With the road completed to Sarakhs, 
Russia would have her railway sys- 
tem running to within 202 miles of 
Herat, while England, with her Quetta 
Railway from India completed oniy to 
Pishin, would still be 469 miles distant 
from Herat. As matters stand now, Rus- 
sia has immense natural advantages, inde- 
pendent of the railway. Her road to 
Herat is beset by fewér obstacles than is 
commonly supposed. Setting out from 
Krasnovodsk a Russian “could drive a 
four-in-hand all the way to the Indian 
frontier near Quetta.’’ Save in lower Af- 
ghanistan, he would drive it protected by 
friendly Turcomans or Cossacks. But the 
ease with which Russia could transport an 
army from Moscow itself to Herat has cer- 
tainly not been understood by any one as 
it can be understood from reading Mr. 
Marvin’s statement of it. He draws a 
striking comparison between such an un- 
dertaking and the feats which the Rus- 
sians accomplished during the last war 
with Turkey. 


““Moscow and the contiguous provinces are 
generally regarded as constituting the heart of 
Russia. If one will take a map he will see that 
the distance is no further from this centre of 
strength to Krasnovodsk, on the Caspian, than 
to Constantinople. In 1877-8 Russia dispatched 
nearly halfa million men, with an enormous 
quantity of stores, in the direction of the latter 
place. To-day it would be as easy, or rather 
easier, to deflect that number upon the Caspian. 
Most of the troops sent to the Balkan peninsula 
in 1877 proceeded by rail, and it is well known 
that half of Russia’s difficulties arose from the 
restricted character of this means of communi- 
cation. But the Volga and its tributaries drain 
the heart of Russia I have referrea to, and con- 
stitute a magnificent waterway to the Caspian 
sea, FF = 

“ Although frequently described by travelers, 
the grandeur of this Volga waterway has never 
been properly appreciated by English politicians. 
Within a fewshort hours’ railway ride from St. 
Petersburg the Volga can be touched at a navi- 
gable point, and from there troops can go in 
steamers or barges down the Caspian Sea. From 
the Caspian Sea runs the easy level road from 
Michaelovsk (near Krasnovodsk) via Askabad 
and Sarakhs, to the gutes of Herat and to India. 
The resources of the Volga may be gathered 
from the fact that the traflic on the river 
amounts to over 10,000,000 tons annually. conduct- 
ed by 650 cargofsteamers and 3,000 barges, having 
the united capacity of nearly 3,000,000 tons. The 
value of these steamers and barges is estimated 
at £8,000,009. In excess of the 3,000 permanent 
barges of 1,000 tons capacity each, there are 
hundreds of temporary ones constructed to con- 
vey cargoes to Nijni Novgorod, or other desti- 
nations, and then broken up. On the Volga and 
Kama 100 such barges are yearly constructed, 
with a cargo capacity each of from 300 to 500 
tons, and 200 withacapacity of from 5,000 to 
8,000 tons. * * * These are some of the trans- 
port resources of the river Volga, down which 
Russia is; dispatching troops to reinforce Koma- 
roff’s army at the gatesof Herat. Besides the 
navigable waterway from Tver, the railway sys- 
tem touches the riverat four great points—Nijni 
Novgorod, Samara, Saratoff, and T'saritzin. To 
each of these troops could be dispatched from 
Middle and Western Russia. and, on their arrival 
at the river, find plenty of transport to carry 
them down to the sea. Without experienciny any- 
thing like the difficulty she encountered in 1877, 
Russia could assemble in the magnificent harbor 
of Baku anarmy quite as large as she invaded 
Turkey with then. It would have better trans- 
port, the troops would arrive at the base in better 
trim, and they would haye the enormous food 
supply of the Voiga to sustain them in their 
campaign. The army of the Caucasus, 100,000 
strong on a peace footing, is for the most part 
concentrated in Transcaucasia. Through Trans- 
caucasia runs a railway from Batoum, on the 
Black Sea, to this same Baku on the Caspian. 
Baku, therefore, would serve as the concentrat- 
ing point of the forces of the Caucasus as well as 
those from Russia proper. 

** Across the water to Michaelovsk is a day’s 
journey; then comes the railway trip to Kizil 
Arvat terminus, 144 miles inland, where the 
Transcaspian desert ends, and the fertile coun- 
try commences, running all the way to Herat. 
The transport power of the Caspian is now 
such that Russia could rapidly move, not 
simply thousands of troops, but tens of 
thousands, for the 60 steamers are new and large, 
and the bundreds of sailing vessels ships of great 
capacity. We may therefore say that, so far as 
the collection of troops and stores in the Caspian 
is concerned, Russia could surpass any efforts we 
could make on the Quetta side of India. But 
there-is another great fact. Thisassembly could 
go on secretly, and almost without our knowl- 
edge—at least, definite information could be sup- 

ressed—while we could not movea soldier from 

tn¢land without the circumstance being known 
to Russia. 

“In 1877 Kishineff was the concentrating point 
from which Russia invaded Turkey. for her 
troops to proceed to that point the difficulties of 
transport and foodsupply were infinitely greater 
than they would be from Kizil Arvat. Now, 
from Kishineff to Constantinople tke troops of 
the Shipka column had to march 750 miles, and 
of the Sophia column 970 miles. If we treat 
Kizil Arvat as a Kishineff, the distance thence to 
Herat is only 523 miles,as compared with the 
distances traversed by the Russians in 1877, given 
above. But perhaps an obiection may be raised 
to treating Kizil Arvat as a Kishineff—tben start 
from the decks of the transports in the Caspian. 
The distance even then is only 667 miles, as com- 
pared with the 1,000 miles many Russians trudged 
on foot before they got to Constantinopie. And 
mark this difference. Russia, in invading Tur- 
key, had Austria to threaten her flank. There 
would be no such enemy inthe Caspian. Russia, 
further, had to cross the Danube—one of the 
jargest rivers in Europe—in face of the Turks, 
She had to encounter large armies at Plevna, 
and traverse the almost impregnable Balkan 
range, meeting, on the other side, armies 
again before she got to Constantinople. 
In the case of Herat nothing of the 
kind exists. There is not a single river 
of any magnitude the whole distance from the 
Caspian to Herat. There is no mountain range— 
only the Paropamisus Downs, containing, ac- 
cording to Gospodin Lessar, at least 20 good 
crossings. And instead of gre&it armies, the Rus- 
sians would findino enemy atallthe whole way 
to their present outposts, and could now utilize 
the 50,000 Turcoman irregular horse to assist them 
in their undertaking. * * 

‘It must not be forgotten that the Russians 
at Pul-i-Khatun and Zulfikar have only to make 
three marches to the west, and the occupation of 
Meshed would provide them at a stroke with re- 
sources in transport, food, and supplies general- 
ly equal to those at Herat. Such an occupation 
might be made by arrangement with the Shah, 
who is notoriously anti-English, or without it; 
tor, if war arose, Russia would not hesitate a 
moment tocut off Khorassan from Persia at 
Shahrood and use the Golden province asaline of 
advance and base of operations.” 

Mr. Marvin obviously has aimed to pre- 
sent this case to Englishmen in the light 
that Russians see it, and, knowing Rus- 
sian sentiment and Russian leaders so well, 
he writes much as by authority. The in- 
vasion of India is an enterprise that seems 
perfectly feasible to Russian military men, 
and Mr. Marvin believes that in the chap- 
ters from which the above extracts are 
taken he has given the reasons for their 
confidence. He argues the case with some 
warmth, it must be admitted; his feelings 
as ** a citizen of the English Empire,” as he 
terms himself, show themselves. But for 
all that he records facts and produces fig- 
ures which, if they do not always give oc- 
casion for the acceptance of his conclu- 
sions, are of immense value to the student 
of the present Central Asian imbroglio, 
Where else to find the half as many we do 
not know.

A VENERABLE JUDGE. 


EX-CHIEF JUSTICE JOHN APPLETON, OF 
MAINE, IN THE EVENING OF LIFE. 
From the Lewiston (Me.) Journal. 

In a Bangor law office last Tuesday fore- 
noon I saw taking his ease in a plumply up- 
holstered armchair a cheerful old gentleman in 
black, whose dome-like forehead in a nimbus of 
thick, soft white hair, large bright eyes and 
strong face, would enlist your notice whether 
you knew him or not. This interesting man is 
Judge John Appleton, the ex-Chief Justice of 
the Maine Supreme Judicial Court, who at the 
age of 81 years steps as erectly and thinks and 
talks as briskly as a man of three-score. He 
walked down to his son’s office that morning, 


and makes it his practice to come down once or 
twice in every pleasant day, chat with old 
friends, run his eye over the bookcases, discuss 

the news of the day, mingle in the chit-chat of 
ae Bar, and revive the associations of his 'egal 
ife, 

“Tam just as well as ever I was in my life,” 
said he. “I think I have completely recovered 
from the attack of pneumonia wnich I had in 
the Winter. I had a very narrow escape—I 
guess the doctors gave me up-—but I pulled 
through, and if it were not for the continuous 
cautioning which my friends keep up every 
day, Ishould not knowI had beensick. I shall 
probably come down here and loaf every day 
this Spring.” 

The energy and velocity of the venerable 
Judge's intellect have not abated perceptibly. 
It is safe to say that no mind in Maine can 
see a point more quickly or formulate a 
thought more readily than does Judge 
Appleton at 81. While I was paying my re- 
spects to him, two well-known Bangor attor- 
neys engaged in the discussion of ways and 
means to dispose of a puzzliag question. Judge 
Appleton all at once dived into the subject, 
touched bottom the first time, and brought up 
the very thing the attorneys were hunting for 
—a mutuaily satisfactory adjustment of the 
issue. Ina tew terse sentences the Judge sug- 
gested a way of disposing of the case, and both 
lawyers immediately assented to the proposition. 
The whole matter did not occupy the Judge’s 
mind more than a minute or two. 

The Judge says he is rather tired of law and it 
is the last thing he thinks of. After 82 years on 
the bench he now prefers to think and talk about 
something else. He glances over the decisions 
occasionally, but gives them no study. He says 
he enjoyed every part of his judicial experience 
very much, but has had enough of it. He findsa 
great deal of comfort in the delights of litera- 
ture. He always has been and still isa great 
reader, and few men have so wide and intimate 
acquaintance as he with both classical 
a modern authors. His house fairly 
overflows with books. His bookcases 
and  shelyes and tables are full and hun- 
dreds of volumes are packed away in his 
attic. There probably is not another private 
collection of books so large and so comprehen- 
sive inthe State. The Judge’s course of reading 
has been very broad, he has no hobby, and in his 
book-buying he has been generous to all classes 
of literature. His library includes many rare 
and valuable volumes, some of which he picked 
up while abroad, and which it is not easy to du- 

icate. Among his curios are a quarto copy of 
Justinian’s **Code and Pandects,” a quarto 
Fox’s ** Book of Martyrs,” a quarto ** Machia- 
velli,”’ and a quarto * Sir William Temple.” The 
Judge intimates that the Bowdoin College 
library will be enriched from his collection. 

I asked him if his library making had not been 
a source of great pleasure to him.” * It is pleas- 
ant,” said he, ** yet there is something sad about 
it. Itis disagreeable to wonder what will become 
of the volumes you have cherished and to think 
that a book for which you paid $5 may be 
= down at auction for a dollar—if it goes 
well.’ 

Judge Appleton has always been noted as a 
rapid reader. He has that greatly to be desired 
faculty of skimming the cream off a book. 
He glances down a page and catches every 
beauty on it and turns fover a leaf, while the 
average reader may master acouple of para- 
graphs. Although he goes through a book 
from cover to cover so swiftly that an ob- 
server might think he had not half readit, the 
observer would tind that the Judge had not 
missed anything in it. Judge Appleton reads 
all the best modern novels. Heis a great ad- 
mirer of Cable, and while I was calling on him 
he entered into a lively discussion of Cable’s 
development of the Creole dialect and the 
merits of his plots with a literary friend who 
happened to comein. It wasa pleasure to hear 
this venerable man who had passed his long life 
in the desiccative atmosphere of the law, and 
who one would suppose could not have helped 
growing musty in this air—to hear him com- 
mend with animation a story of romance and 
love, or discourse charmingly in his clear crisp 
voice on the style of the story teller. 

The Judge likes to tell a story himself, and has 
a rich vein of anecdotes about the lawyers of 
the generation that has zone off the stage—’ 
Judge Kent, Juage Cutting, War Horse Jewett, 
and many others. A remark about the newly 
decorated office in which we were sitting caused 
the Judge to recall the unadorned quarters in 
which the old-time lawyers used to do their 
work and the lax ways of someof them. ** When 
Judge Kent returned from Rio Janeiro,” said 
he, “‘one of the first things he said to Judge 
Cutting, his partner, was: ‘Cutting, this office 
has not been swept out since I went away!’ You 
have heard,” continued the Judge, “ot Kent's 
saying about Cutting and the boot brush? Kent 
used to say that only oncein his life did Cutting 
take a shoe brush into his hand, and that oc- 
casion was doubly historical, for he made a lady 
Mrs. Cutting on that day.” 

Judge Appleton began the practice of law 
when he was but 22 vears old,in the village of 
Dixmont. He says that while the proportionate 
number of young men entering the profession 
of the law is much larger now than then, the in- 
ducements areless. “*I have seen the time,” 
said he, “* when there were more cases on my 
docket than there frequently are on the docket 
of the court nowadays. It was not uncommon 
for me to have 400 or 500 actions on my docket.” 





WHITTIER ON PIERPONT. 

Tne foliowing letterfrom Mr. John G. 
Whittier wus read at the recent celebration in 
Boston of the one hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of the late Rev. John Pierpont: 

AMESBURY, 4th month, 3, 1885. 

DEAR FRIEND: Iam glad the centennial anni- 
versary of the birth of John Pierpont is not to 
pass without fitting commemoration. Men so 
brave and true as he was are rare in this world. 
It was my privilege to know him weli, and to 
Jabor with him in the causes he loved so well, and 
to which he devoted all his energies and made 
large sacrifices. He was one of the earliest and 
ablest of temperance orators and writers, and he 
was an abolitionist when it cost something to he 
one. His anti-slavery lyrics stirred our hearts 
like trumpetcalls. Assailed by bitter opponents, 
in the strength of truth and conscious integrity 
he defled them. He was—as I once said of him— 
* Girded for his constant strife with wrongs, 

Like Nehemiah, fighting while he wrought 
The broken walls of Zion. Even his songs 

Had a stern martial tone—a blow in every thought.” 

One of the manliest of men, he verified Bayard 
Taylor's words that *‘the bravest are the tender- 
est.”” But few of his contemporaries in the anti- 
slavery and temperance reforms are now living. 
As one of them, I am glad to bear my testimony 
to his noble life and character, Thy friend,

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, April 16, 1885. 

Secretary Manning to-day appointed John A. 
O'Neil, of Hoboken, N. J., to be Superintendent of 
Engraving in the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
at a salary of $3,600 per annum, vice George W. Casi- 
lear removed. ‘There are no charges against Mr. Casi- 
lear, and he feels somewhat surprised at his summary 
removal. He has been employed in the bureau for 
many years, and is considered one of the best engrav- 
ers in the country. Many of his inventions are now in 
use inthe bureau. Mr. O’Neil was formerly Mayor of 
Hoboken. 

It is understood that the policy of this Admin- 
istration with regard to appointments to places inthe 
Southern States that are now held by colored Repub- 
licans will be not to substitute white men for colored 
men, but to replace incompetent or dishonest colored 
Republicans by colored Democrats who are worthy 
and capable. In accordance, it is said, with this policy, 
the Postmaster-General has just appointed ex-Kepre- 
sentative Hamilton, of Beaufort, route agent from 
Beaufort to Jacksonborough, 8. C. Hamilton was the 
leader of a small band of colored men who supported 
the Hampton Government in South Carolina in 1876. 

The public debt statement will be issued in 
two formsat thetirst of each month up to July 1, 
which is the beginning of the next fiscal year. i 
two forms will include the one prepared by Mr.C, N. 
Jordan, issued for the first time on April 1, and the 
form which had previously been in use by the depart- 
ment since the beginning of Secretary Boutweill’s ad- 
ministration in 1869, ‘The principal changes in the two 
forms is inthe manner of stating the Pacific Railroad 
indebtedness, the gold reserve, and the fractional sil- 
ver coin. Itis expected that the new form alone will 
be used after July 1. ‘he use-of the old form upto 
that date is for the purpose of completing comparisons 
at the close of the present fiscal year.

THE SILE-GROWING INDUSTRY. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 16.—The fifth an- 
nual meeting of the Women’s Silk Culture Asso- 
ciation of the United States was held here to- 
day. After calling the meeting to order Mrs. 
Lucas, the President, presented the annual re- 
port of the association, which contained some 


interesting information concerning the silk- 
growing industry. As Congress has appropri- 
priated $15,000 for silk culture in the United 
States, $3,700 of which will be devoted to this 
association, it has received a fresh start. Last 
year 1,130 pounds of cocoons, for which $982 90 
was paid, were received. Dress material, 
brocades, gros grains, ribbons, kerchiefs, kyit- 
ting silk, and flag silk were made for the associa- 
tion. Flags were presented to the United States 
Governmsnt, State Government, the City Gov- 
ernment cf Atlanta, Ga., and the Emmet Guards 
at Washington, D.C. The association has here- 
tofore had one reel, but it now aims to encour- 
age agriculturists in the growing of silk to estab- 
lish a filature or reeling department, to open a 
school for silk culture in Fairmount Park, and 
to circulate information concerning the indus- 
try. The report of the Treasurer, Mrs. H. P. 
Taylor, showed that the receipts for the year 
were $3,658 85 and the expenses $3,h07 16, leaving 
a balance of $151 19. The present officers were 
re-elected for the ensuing year.

ANOTHER STAGE IN THE BARRON CASE. 
From the Lewiston (Me.) Journal, April 10. 

The celebrated Barron case has reached 
one more stage nearer a final settlement. Asin. 
timated by a Journal staff correspondent, sev- 
eral weeks ago, the decision of the law court in 
the matter of the note whicb Cashier Barron 
left the Dexter Savings Bank for the alleged 


purpose of making good a loss that the bank 
had incurred through an unfortunate invest- 
ment which the Cashier had advised is adverse 
to the bank. The court decides that ** Barron’s 
note to the bank was invalid even as a gift, 
and the appropriation of. insurance money to 
its payment was without right.”” This decision 
is a substantial victory forthe Barron family, as 
it jeaves the balance of the account between the 
estate and the bank on the side of the estate. 
The insurance money appropriated to pay this 
note amounts with interest to about $2,600. The 
amount of Barron’s alleged deficiency reported 
by the auditors was about $2,100. At this stage 
of the proceeding the bank appears to be in 
debt to the estate instead of the estate being in 
debt to the bank; but this situation may be re. 
versed, as itis not certain that the litigation is 
ended, and future developments may give the 
matter a different aspect. 


NECESSARY SANITARY PRECAUTIONS 

ALBANY, April 16.—Ata meeting of the 
State Board of Charities to-day the following 
resolution was adopted: 

Whereas, In view of the frequent prevalence of dis- 
eases due to local causes, and the possible appearance 
of cholera in this country during the coming season, it 
is very important that the sanitary condition of char- 
itable institutions—so liable to become defective as to 
drainage, water supply, and the disposal of filth and 
house waste—should be as good as possible, in order to 
prevent outbreaks of this disease among the inmates,

MAKING .A RECORD. 
*. The; Republican ; majority in the Legis- 
lature are said to attach great importance 
to the election next Fall, and to bear it in 
In 
this they are sensible. . The election is an 
important one, since‘ the Governor is to 
be chosen, with greater powers than Gov- 
ernors usually possess,{to say nothing of 
the Legislature itself. But if we may 
judge by the effect it has upon-them, the 
cogitation{ of ;the Republican legislators 
is not: of{a * very ‘intelligent - or ' profit- 
able: kind. It .appears . to: follow a 
line something ‘like this: ‘‘ Last Fall the 
Republican Party lost the Electoral vote 
‘of New-York by, a small plurality. A 
‘goodly number of those who had formerly 


‘voted the Republican ; ticket voted the 
‘Democratic ticket, and still others ‘voted 


the : Prohibition - ticket. On the. other 
hand, Mr. BLAINE captured the votes of 
a good many Irish Democrats, of some 
workingmen, and of no small contingent 
of the men swayed by the liquor interest. 
If the number of these recruits can be 
slightly increased, and if some of the dis- 
affected Republicans will come back, the 
Democracy can be beaten in the home of 
its victorious candidate.” ‘J 

In pursuance of the policy suggested by 
these reflections the Republicans in the 
Legislature have been treating very gin- 
gerly a number of questions in which 
their new recruits are supposed to have a 
close interest. There is, for instance, the 
so-called “Freedom of Worship” bill, 
which has for its object the assuagement 
of the sensibilities of the extreme Roman- 
ists in the Catholic Church. It is a very 
silly and bad bill and ought to have been 
promptly consigned to oblivion. Does 
any one know exactly how the Republic- 
ans as a body stand with reference to it? 
Have they generally opposed it fairly and 
steadily? Would they be sorry should 
it be defeated, if the defeat were attrib- 
uted to the Democrats? Then there is the 
question of prison labor. The session is 
drawing toa close and nothing has been 
done with this very important subject. 
It was not to be expected that the major- 
ity would ignore the expression of popu- 
lar opinion, such as it was, for the abo- 
lition of the contract system, but it was 
open to them to adopt some policy by 
which 'the taxpayer should, as far as pos- 
sible, be saved from the burden of sup- 
porting convicts in idleness, and by which 
any evils involved, or supposed to be in- 
‘volved, in the contract system should be 
avoided. : Nothing has been done, and it 
is not certain that anything can be done.

is notorious that the regulation of the sale: 
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the business is not regulated; that the law 
is brought into contempt, and that the 
worst abuses go unprevented and unpun- 
ished. Upto the present time the ma- 
jority have done nothing to bring this ex- 
ceedingly interesting matter to a reason- 
able settlement. There is a variety of 
bills before the Assembly all intended to 
relax still further the provisions of the 
present law’ already practically a.dead 
letter. One of these is fathered 
by a Republican, Mr. TayLor, of 
Kings. It contains the remarkable 
provision that conviction for  violat- 
ing the terms of a license shall not pre- 
vent the offender from getting a new 
license. The license in the first instance 
is given on conditions supposed to be suffi- 
cient to secure compliance with the law. 
One of the most natural penalties for vio- 
lating its terms is the permanent .with- 
drawal of the license itself. Mr. TAYLOR’S 
bill is practically a declaration by the 
State that the requirements of the law are 
idle, and that a license may be treated as 
of no force or authority. Another clause 


fore a suit can be sustained under 
the Civil Damages act it must be 
shown that the defendant had been given 
notice in writing not to sell to the person 
injured. Yet, as the injury for which the 
seller is responsible under the act is of a 
kind easily recognized, and which no 
dealer could in fact unwittingly inflict, 
the bill indicates that its author is more 
anxious about the pockets of the liquor 
dealers than about the family of the ruined 
drunkard. While fooling with such highly 
dangerous and improper proposals as these 
the majority in the Legislature is doing 
and is likely to do nothing to satisfy the 
just requirements of public opinion re- 
garding the acknowledged evils of liquor 
selling under the present inoperative law. 

There is practically nothing to offset 
these astonishingly weak features of the 
Republican record up to the present 
time. It is not, perhaps, true that the 
majority are thinking solely of their re- 
cruits of last year, but it is very plain that 


they are not thinking very much of the 
sober, common sense’ Republicans who 
may be disgusted -by a session so fruitless 
or worse. It is quite clear that they are 
forgetting the first duty of skillful politi- 


cians, which is to take account of all the 


efficient elements of public opinion and of 


their possible effect upon the voting. It 
is: true that there’ is very little prospect 
that the Democratic Party will attract 


many disaffected Republicans next Fall, 
but there is a disaffection that keeps men 
from the polls which is not to be ignored. 








THE AFGHAN SITUATION. 

’ The pacific rumors of yesterday are by 
no means borne out by the news of to-day. 
Mr. GLADSTONE has made in the House of 
Commons what must be described as 
either an extremely disingenuous state- 
ment or else a denial that the cession of 
Penjdeh has either been demanded by 
Russia or contemplated by England. The 
expressions of a desire for peace attrib- 
uted to the Czar-would amount to noth- 
ing even if he had made. them. It may 
be taken for granted that he will take 
what he wants without fighting if he can 
get itin that way. It is, however, denied 
by Mr. GLADSTONE that any’ such expres- 
sions have been made. 

Meanwhile the - initiative clearly be- 
longs to England. Gen. KoMAROFF has 
taken possession of Penjdeh, and reports 
that he has “‘ organized a provisional ad- 
ministration of the district in order to 
prevent anarchy.” That is to say, he has 
taken deliberate possession of a piece of 
territory in dispute, which he entered, ac- 
cording .to his own account, to repel 
threatening.movements of the Afghans. 
He is about to fortify it and to occupy it 
until he receives orders from St. Peters- 
burg to evacuate it. : Instead of being a 
random act of aggression that could be 
undone by an apology and a retraction, 
the Russian advance has become a delib- 
erate seizure by arms of a prize already 
the subject of an arbitration. The capt- 
ure of Calcutta itself would hardly be a 
more open defiance of British power in 
India. : 

If‘ the:capture of Penjdeh.be not an 
act i which of itself breaks off nego- 
tiations, neither would the capture of 
Herator of Candahar besuch anact. Rus- 
sia has already gained the position which 
‘Sir Henry RAWLINSON, in an interesting 
article» published in the current number 
of the Nineteenth Century, declares to be 
the object of her advance. That_ is 
to . say, she has obtained a _posi- 
tion from which she can _ exert 
and maintain a continuous pressure 
upon the British possessions in India 
which will put Great Britain under bonds 
to keep the peace in Europe when the 
time comes for Russia to realize the 
dream of the Czars and advance again 
to the conquest of Constantinople. It is 
true that the qualities required to repel 
this Russian aggression are of a different 
order from those required for the bom- 
bardment of Alexandria or for an attack 
upon a horde of fanatical Arabs, but they 
are qualities absolutely necessary to en- 
able Great Britain to hold her place in 
Europe. 

There is no disguising the fact: that the 
place of England in Europe is not what 
it was two generations ago, and no lover 
of civilization can fail to view her re- 
trogression with regret. The assertion 
that England is the “trustee of civiliza- 
tion” is very badly abused when it is 
used to instigate or to justify a war, ulti- 
mately in behalf of English holders of 
Egyptian bonds, upon barbarous tribes 
fighting against a corrupt and abomi- 
nable tyranny. . But it is properly used 
when it is used to denote the position of 
England in a struggle with Russia for the 
supremacy in Asia, Foolish as the foreign 
policy of England, responding, as it has 
done, to every fluctuation of English 
opinion, has undoubtedly - been, it is be- 
yond doubt the interest of mankind that 
she rather than Russia should bear sway 
over the countries which are so obviously 
destined ‘to: become either English or 
Russian, . A‘ sentence’ which the cable 
quotes from'‘the Vienna Tageblatt sums 
.up the situation: ‘‘ The last days of En- 
gland’s power would be ‘also the last days

vance that has been made in Europe since 
the downfall of Napotzon has been. 
made possible by the English solution 
of political problems, problems which 
the eminently practical genius of the En- 
glish people-has given them peculiar ad- 
vantages for solving, and which the 
safe insularity of England's geographical 
position has enabled them to work out un- 
disturbed. The most advanced Govern- 
ment in Europe is now confronted and 
threatened by the most backward Govern- 
ment in Europe, by the one European 
Government upon which the political 
progress of the past two generations has 
made no impression. Unfortunately, the 
conduct of a foreign war is the one 
purpose for which a Government like that 
of Russia, absolute and absolutely irre- 
sponsible to public opinion, is more efficient 
than a Government like that of England, 
responsible and responsive to every gust 
of popular caprice. Noman has had a 
more conspicuous or more honorable share 
than Mr. GLapstone in the political evo- 
lution of Great Britain. But it is sadly 
evident that he is not. the man for the 
present crisis, nor would he be if he were 
in his: prime. Nevertheless, it is to be 
hoped that in some way means may be 
found to infuse into the foreign policy 
of Great Britain enough of consistency, 
energy, and spirit, not only to thwart the 
Russian schemes of conquest, Fut to indi- 
cate the adequacy of constitutional gov- 
ernment and representative institutions 
against an absolute monarchy. 











THE CANADA TROUBLE, 

The Canadian authorities have encount- 
ered a new difficulty in dealing with the 
insurrection in the Northwest. The French 
population of the Dominion is exhibiting 
a decided sympathy with the half breeds 
in their rising. The Club National of 
Montreal, which undoubtedly represents 
the feeling of that class of citizens, has 
adopted a formal resolution censuring the 
Government for sending French Canadi- 
ans to fight their compatriots. The dis- 
cussion which took place showed that 


they regarded the half breeds as fighting 
for their rights. and engaged in a just 
cause. This feeling seems to prevail 
throughout the Province of Quebec, in 
which the French element is predominant, 


and is said almost to amount to a revolt 


against the action of the Government in 
attempting to suppress the Riel movement 
by force. 

The practical shape which this counter- 
movement in the old French Province is 
taking appears in the refusal of the Sixty- 
fifth Regiment of Volunteers, from Mon- 
treal, now at Calgarry, to proceed against 
the insurgents. Their excuse is that they 
need equipments, but the real reason is 
understood, They are unwilling to fight 
against the half breeds, When a militia 
force assumes to consider the merits of the 
contest in which it is called upon to take 
part, and to decide whether or not it will 
obey orders, the matter isa pretty serious 
one. If brought to the scene of action it 
might go further and join the revolt 
which it was brought there to suppress. 

The complication in the Saskatchewan 
region is made much more serious by this 
revelation of the attitude of the French 
Canadians. There is little doubt that the 
grievances of the half breeds are real and 
their demands substantially just. Every 
effort to secure redress has been ineffect- 
ual, and their complaints have passed 
practically unheeded. In their remote 
and isolated situation nothing less than a 
violent demonstration seemed to be suffi- 
cient to awaken the Government to ac- 
tion. Accordingly they decided upon re- 
volt and enlisted the Indians on their side. 
The natural course of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, however. much it might be dis- 
posed when thus awakened to consider 
the grievances of the half breeds and ap- 
ply a remedy to their real wrongs, was to 
insist first that arms, be laid down, In- 
surrection cannot safely be countenanced 
or yielded to as a means of extorting even 
just concessions from the Government, 

Accordingly the Dominion set out to 
suppress the insurrection, at the same 
time appointing a commission to inquire 
into complaints and promising remedial 
measures when peace was established, It 
is probable that, in view of the feeling of 
the French population and the danger of 
an outbreak in the very heart of the Do- 
minion, the stern policy of repression will 
have to be modified. If French Canadians 
not only will not fight Rieu but will not 
endure to see him put down by force, the 
Government may find itself in a position 
where it will be expedient to sacrifice 
dignity to discretion. It would not be 
surprising if it should conclude to treat 
with RreL instead of insisting upon sup- 
pressing him, and then dealing with the 
causes of the quarrel which he heads, 
This would not be dignified, nor would it 
be calculated to increase respect for con- 
stituted authority, but the necessity 
would be a penalty for the neglect of the 
past and teach a lesson of consideration 
for the demands of subjects who have not 
the advantage of political influence at the 
remote capital from which they are sup- 
posed to be governed. 


Ra ERO RESO TI LE 
WIDOWS AND SPINSTERS, 


To Col. T. W. Hicernson is due the 
credit of refuting the slander that New- 
England men will not marry New- 
England women. It has been published 
broadcast that there are 60,000 more 
women than men in Massachusetts, and 
the conclusion has been drawn by short- 
sighted and malicious persons that this 
excess of women shows that Massachu- 
setts men.do not like Massachusetts girls. 
It is pleasant to know that this conclusion 
is entirely unauthorized. 

It is true that there are in Massachusetts 
64,488 more women than men. Of these 
women, as Col, HIGGINSON‘ assures us, 
52,908 are widows, 8,978 are spinsters, 
1,785 are married, and 817 are divorced. 
The excess of women in Massachusetts . is 
thus seen to consist mainly of widows. It 
is not true that Massachusetts men do not 
marry Massachusetts women. The real 
truth is that the men: do marry, but that 


a very large proportion of them die after 


marriage. 
The fact that there is this enormous ex- 


.cess of widows in Massachusetts shows 
dangerous to marry a Mas-: 


nine hundred and:‘three-men have tried it 

-and have paid the penalty with their 
lives. What it is that renders the Massa- 
.chusetts bride so deadly it is difficult to 
-imagine. She is certainly as attractive 
and at least as intelligent as the 
average girl, but her chances of becom- 
ing a widow are vastly greater. It 
cannot be that she undermines her hus- 
band’s mental and physical health by talk- 
ing philosophy, for, as a rule, philosophy 
is a vice confined exclusively to single 
women. The only possible explanation of 
the frightful excess of widows in Massa- 
chusetts is that the Massachusetts wife 
insists upon cooking for her husband and 
providing him with pies and doughnuts 
which his chivalry compels him to eat. 


ITALIAN DEGENERACY. 

The Italian workman in his native land 
is a simple, honest person, who will work 
at low wages, and will do his work con- 
scientiously and well. If, however, he 
emigrates to this country and lives here 
for any length of time he becomes demor- 
alized. He is unwilling to work except 
at the highest attainable wages, and he 
loses his habit of. conscientious, faithful 
labor, 


Of this painful degeneracy the case 
of Mr. Dominico Spapo affords striking 
evidence. An Italian resident of this city, 
desiring to have his son-in-law stabbed, 
applied to Mr. Spapo, who has the repu- 
tation of being a skillful workman, to 
execute the job. In Naples no honest 
man would: have the impudence to ask 
more than $10 for so simple an act 
as the stabbing of another man in the 
same rank of life. Mr. Spapo, however, 
had resided for some time in this country, 
and instead of charging for any specified 
job its fair value he preferred to charge the 
highest possible price. He actually de- 
manded $1,000 for killing a single son-in- 
law, and when he was indignantly called 
an extortioner, he cynically admitted the 
fact. After much bargaining, however, 
he finally lowered his demand, and con- 


sented to perform the job for $300, his 
employer to furnish the tools. There is 
no possible defense for such conduct. Mr. 
Spapo knew that he was charging an ex- 
tortionate price, and that nothing but the 


necessities of his employer could induce 


the latter to give his consent, Even at 
this stage of the affair Mr. SPapo showed 


that he had no conscience, and a little 
later he showed that he had no sense of 


shame, 


After taking the $300 and a new: knife, 
Mr. SPADO was bound by every sentiment 
of honor and decency to go and kill his 
man. His employer had put full con- 
fidence in him, and unless full confidence 
can always exist between employers and 
bravos the trade of the latter must at no 
distant day prove a failure. Instead of 
justifying this confidence by stabbing the 
son-in-law in a workmanlike way, Mr. 
Spapo actually went to him and agreed— 
doubtless for a consideration—not to stab 
him. Worse than all, Mr. Spapo went 
further and betrayed his employer—an 
act that, had it been committed in Naples, 
would have caused his expulsion from the 
Camorra and made him ‘the‘scorn’ of 
every honorable bravo. 

Very likely Mr. Spano. has ; benefited 
his pocket by coming to America, but in 
common with many of his fellow-immi- 
grants he has unquestionably lowered his 
moral tone. He is an extortioner, for he 
demanded $1,000 for a job that he knew 
was not intrinsically worth more than 
$10; and he is a dishonest man, for he 
failed to do his duty and he betrayed his 
employer. Perhaps he is now priding him- 

self on hissuperiority as a money maker to 

the modest Camorrista-of Naples; but the 
day will come when this extortioner and 
traitor will envy . the calm: conscience of 
the humble and happy Neapolitan, who 
is contented’ with a fee of $10 and who 
faithfully stabs the man whom he has 
been hired to stab. 





It is difficult to understand t why: any 
honest manufacturer of canned goods 
should oppose the enactment of alaw pro- 
-viding that all cans. containing preserved 
food shall bear the canner’s name, ad- 
dress, and place of business. An honest 
manufacturer is not ashamed of his wares, 
Such a law would, however, naturally be 
opposed by manufacturers who desire to 
impose worthless or poisonous goods on the 
public and to avoid all public responsibility 
for their misdemeanors. The bill now 
pending in the Senate ’ should ' require 
every can to bear, plainly printed, the 
date of canning. Without such a pro- 
vision it is worth very little. The date is 
needed for the protection of the consumer, 
but the manufacturers appear to have 
beaten the consumers at Albany in this 
matter, as they have in many other cases,

At 
the same time due care is to be taken to avoid 
snobbishness or anything that looks to distince 
tions drawn on other lines than those of devotiog 
to the fine arts. 

A committee has been appointed to report or 
the possibility of opening a retrospective exhi- 
bition of American painting some time in De- 
cember. In Philadelphia a branch of the gocie- 
ty is under consideration, Mr. Charles Hart, the 
gentleman who successfully fought in Con- 
gress the purchase by Government of the vaint- 
ing of the Electoral Commission, being active in 
the matter. Boston, Milwaukee, and Syracuse 
have shown interest in this movement. The

f IOE JAM AT BELLEVILLE. 

BELLEVituE, Ontario, April 16.—The ice 
in the River Moira moved down stream to-day, 
carrying with it the immense accumulations 
above Bleecker’s and Coleman’s. dams.

‘THE BILL READY FOR THE GOV- 
ERNOR’S SIGNATURE, 

{A LONG FIGHT OVER THE CANNED GOODS 
BILL—THE THEATRICAL LICENSE BILL 
PASSED—MR. LIDDLE’S DOUBLE. 

Aupaxy, April 16.—The Niagara Park 

Hill was finally passed to-day, and goes to the 

Governor to-morrow for his signature. There 

was the usual oratorical display when the bill 

came up in the Senate for its final pass- 
age. Senator Thomas repeated his  criti- 
cism that the State, ought not to au- 

thorize the expenditure of a million and a 

half of dollarsat this time. Senator Baker, fear- 

ful lest the ice cream saloon shall be reared on 
this reservation, (having, according to private 
admissions, hated such resorts ever since the 
garden gate period of his youth,) attempted 
again to prevent privileges of this or of any oth- 
ersort being leased by the park authorities. 

Senator Fassett quoted Watkin’s Glen as an 

{liustration of the methods of managing 

such resorts, for he too has a secret hate 

of creams, pretzels, and other products 
of park lunch counters. Some amendments 
were made which undo the work that was done 
on Tuesday, when the Senators sat all day over 
the bill. The rate of interest for the bonds was 
restored to 4 per cent., and the Titus amend- 
ment relating to privileges was stricken out. 

The amendments effect but slight changes in the 

bill as it came from the Assembly. Four 


Senators, Comstock, of Troy: Davidson, of 
Otsego; Low, of Sullivan, and Thomas, ot Che- 
nango, voted against the bill. Senator Esty would 
not vote at al! because he bad found that his 
constituents were equally divided upon the bill. 
Senator Arkell fied from the chamber when the 
vote was taken. The bill received 26 affirmative 
votes. The Assembly, by a vote of 86 to 22, con- 
curred with the Senate amendments, and the 
bill was then passed as am“nded. 

In response to a letter of inquiry from Senator 
Gilbert relative to the cost of maintaining the 
park, &c.. the Hon. William Dorsheimer, Presi- 
dent of the Commissioners of the State Reserva- 
tion at Niagara, sent the tollowing reply: 

New-York, April 13, 1885. 
Honorable John J. Gilbert, Senate Chamber, Albany, 
N. ¥.: 


My DEAR SIR: In answer tothe inquiries contained 
in your letter of the 11th inst. 1 have to say: It has 
alwnys been the intention of those who have urged the 
establishment of the State reservation at Niagara to 
restore as far as possible the scenery of the falls to its 
natural condition. This purpose is also enjoined upon 
the commission by the act which created it. 

An artificial treatment of Goat Istand and the other 
lands by the laying out and planting of lawns and other 
ornamental grounds weuld be almost as injurious to 
the caturact ss are the mills and other business bulld- 
inus which it is our purpose to remove. 

Ido not think that any structures will be necessary 
for the purposes of the reservation in addition to those 
now standing, unless it should be thought desirable to 
connect the isiands below Bath Island by a bridge over 
the narrow channel which separates them from Goat 
Island. 

What may be called the expense of improvement is 
difficult to estimate. Improvement in this case, how- 
ever, wil! consist mainly in the tearing down and sweep- 
ing away of tne unsightly buildings which now mar the 
scene. It is the expectation of the commussion 
that the sale of machinery and other materials 
will go a great way toward paying the ex- 
penses of putting the lands in proper 
order. I know of no reason why it should cost moreto 
keep the reservation in good condition than it does at 
present, and 1 should think $5,000 a year a large esti- 
mate of the expenditures which are now annually 
made, and you will remember that the commission 
will have certain important sources of revenue in the 
sale of privileges to guides, hacks, refreshment places, 


c. 

The considerations which governed the Commission- 
ers in locating the line along the bank of the river are 
stated in their report to the Levislature. On page five 
of the report you will find the following language: In 
regard to the considerations by which the Commis- 
sioners were guided in the determination of the 
limits of the reservation it is sufficient to remark 
that it was necessary in their opinion to re- 
serve an area which should include the rapids 
and islands, and such a_ portion of the 
main shore as formed an essential element in the scene 
and afforded the chief points of observation. The lim- 
its of this strip were, in the main, laid out to coincide 
witha matural ridge or terrace which follows the bend 
ofthe shore at an average distance from the water 
throuch the greater part of its length of 100 to 200 feet. 
certain modifications being made to conform to the 
lines of existing streets.” 

It is a mistake to suppose that more land has been 
taken than was recommended by the Board of Com- 
missioners of the State Survey in their special report, 
dated March 22, 1880. On the other hand, it will be 
found thet the Niagara Commissioners have confined 
themselves entirely to the suggestions made in 
that report, except that they have not taken 
the long strip of land from the upper sus- 

ension bridge to the Grand Trunk Railroad 
aa. So far from taking more land, they 
have, in fact, taken much less than the Commissioners 
of the State Survey advised. At the upper ena of 
the reservation, near Port Day, about an acre of land 
has been takenin order to makeaturning place and 
standing room forcarriages. This property is now 
vacant, and isnot eveninclosed. Any one who will 
visit the place will see the necessity of this action. 
The cost of it is very slight—not more, I suppose, 


The Canned Goods bill was the subject of a 
debate in the Senate that began shortiy before 2 
o'clock, was continued until the Senators had to 
go to dinner, and this evening was again taken 
up. The bill is opposed by Senators Daggett 
and Jacobs, who are backed by tne New-York 
and Brooklyn delegation. Arrayed against them 
are the country members, with Senator Titus, 
of Buffalo, at their head. The bill requires that 
all canned and preserved goods shall. after Jan. 1, 
1886, bear the name, address, and place of busi- 
ness of the canners. At least ascore of amend- 
ments were proposed by Senators Daggett, 
Jacobs, and Murphy, only to be voted down by 
the uniform vote of 10 to 14. It was stated dur- 
ing the discussions that the anti-monopolist, F. 
B. Thurber, was interested in having the Dill 
beaten, and there is no doubt this is 
true. Senator Titus finally moved to ad- 
journ, for he wanted three more votes 
to pass the bill, and he saw _ that 
they would not be obtained to-night. Then the 
other side insisted that they wanted a votetaken 
to-night. An adjournment was ordered in spite 
of the tactics of the opposition. An amend- 
ment by Mr. Comstock is pending. It provides 
that, in addition to the name of the canner, the 
label shall bear the name of some responsible 
dealer of the State. It is thought the bili will 
pass ina full Senate. It will be called up aguin 
next Thursday. 

The Theatre license bill was lost this morning 
on final passage, but was revived and passed to- 
night by a vote of 67 to 43. It was advocated by 
Messrs. Barnum, Oliver, Haggerty, and Roesch, 
and opposed by Messrs. Van Allen, Howe, Heath, 
Hubbe!!, Palmer, Husted, and Van Duzer. 
Mr. McClelland, tof Westchester, in voting for 
it made use of the expression that tho 
House of Refuge which will be affected by the 
bill * wasan institution managed by sectarian 
bigots.” and he favored any measure which 
would cut off their supplies until they grew 
tolerant. It was shown by the opponents of the 
bill that the vigilance of the managers had done 
much toward enforcing the law against immoral 
places of amusement.

THE NORTHWEST REBELLION. 


A BAND OF AMERICAN INDIANS CAUSING 
TROUBLE. 

Wixnipec, April 16.—The situation at 
present remains unchanged, and little news can 
be got from the front. Word was received from 
Manitou this evening stating that a band of 
American Indiens raided the town and drove the 
settlers out, killed women, destroyed houses and 
shops, and then went north to join Riel. 


This morning a flying column of artillery, with 
several guns, pushe! on to hold Clark’s Crossing 
and prevent anysurprise from the enemy. This 
movement is taken on account of rebel scouts 
having been seen around yesterday. The com- 
mission appointed by Government has decided 
to offer each rebel half breed $240 in scrip to lay 
down arms. 


Str. Pauxr, Minn., April 16.—The Globe’s 
Winnipeg special says: “A Battleford dispatch 
of to-day says a small party of Indian horsemen 
drove off Wyldu & Rourké’s cattle from a 
ranch north of the Saskatchewan Hiver. Harry 
Nash’‘s house, nine miles north of Battleford, was 
burned yesterday. The devastation of farms 
near Battleford continues to-day, Ben Prince 
being the latest viotim.” 


QuEBEC, April 16.—Mr. Turcotte’s reso- 
lution charging the Federal Government with 
being the cause of the half breed disturbances 
inthe Northwest came up for discussion in the 
local House of Parhament to-day. An amend- 
ment was offered lauding the patriotism of the 
Quebec volunteers, and for prudential reasons 
discouraging discussion of the causes which led 
to the insurrection. Another amendment hop- 
ing that order would soon be re-established was 
adopted. The Hon. Mr. Mercier, leader of the 
Opposition, moved a sub-amendment reflecting 
on the Government’s management ot North- 
west affairs, which was being discussed when the 
House rose. 


BIDDING FOR GEORGIA BONDS. 


FIVE TIMES THE SUM WANTED OFFERED AT 
; A PREMIUM. 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 16.—To-day Gov. 
McDaniel opened bids to the amount of $17,- 
000,000 for Georgia’s issue of $8,500,000 of 
5 per cent. bonds. The bids averaged 
106. The highest bid was made by 
Fred Wolffe and was above 108 The bid of 
Moses Taylor & Co., of New-York, makes the 


bonds about 434 percent. These same bonds in 
1866 bore 7 per cent. interest, and were then 
sold at such discount as carried the rate 
up to 9 per cent. The issue is now 
tioated at 44% per cent., which reduces the in- 
terest account just one-half. This remarkable 
sale is made in the face of blackmailing opera- 
tions in New-York. Certain holders of 
the repudiated bonds of Georgia in that 
city selected certain of the illegal gold 
bearing bonds, and advertised them for sale at 
65 cents. The clear intent of this was to pro- 
duce the impression that this was the ruling 
price of Georgia bonds, and to. discour- 
age bidding on the new issue. Pam- 
phiets attacking the credit of the State 
were mailed to all the banks and to 
leading financiers, and nothing was left undone 
to make the new loan a failure. How miser- 
ably these attempts failed is shown by the 
bids in the hands of the Governor. Here 
are $17,000.000 that come _ 1,000 miles 
seeking an investment of less than 5 per cent. 
As for Georgia's credit it makes a record that is 
simply unequaled. The details of the bids have 
not yet been filed, but it is believed that local in- 
vestors will secure these bonds.

A REMARKABLE LETTER. 


WHY MRS. CROMPTON CONSIDERS | COLES 
BLAMELESS. 

Trenton, N. J., April 16.—The Trenton 
Times published this afternoon a letter from 
Mrs. Eliza Crompton, a wealthy widow of 
Passaic, to Dr. Hutchinson, State prison 
physician, in behalf of John Coles, a 
tramp, who is in prison for trying to 


murder her. Mrs. Crompton has tried to see 
Coles since bis imprisonment, and wanted to 
furnish. his cell, but she was refused. In her 
letter to Dr. Hutchinson Mrs. Crompton says 
Coles is insane, and that she is more responsibie 
than he for the assault. . 

After stating her reasons for believing Coles 
insane the letter concludes as follows: 

** His attempt to assault me, I am convinced, was not 
remeditated. The irritating spinal disease I believe 
be has was further intensified by my persistent though 
quiet instructions to break the lock, as I directed, and 
y my watching him. feel culpable in having 
given him that task to _ perform, believing 
as I did that he was not : but his 
insisting that his health was good overcame 
my scruples for the time, added to the fact that I 
could not conven‘ently get any one else to do it. When 
he struck the first door, the upper half of which is 
giass, it wasin a fit of violent irritability, in which 
personal violence to mé was not thought of. ‘he 
crashing of glass increased his excitement, and 
the sight of my face, in which fear of murder 
was doubtless very distinctly expressed, conveyed to 
his mad mind the thought of murdering me. My hasty 
flight and turning to fasten the second door in his tace 
was not calculated to allay his mania. if I thought I 
could personally be more explicit than by letters I 
would be willing at any time to go to Trenton for that 
purpose.”

A MURDERER CONFESSES. 
TrHomaston, Me., April 16.—James S. 
Lowell, of Lewiston, who in 1874 was convicted 
of wife murder and sentenced to death, and 
whose sentence was afterward commuted to im- 


prisonment for life, made a full confession 
of his crime to the prison officials to-day. He 
said he took his wife to ride, and when ina 
secluded spot a quarrel arose, during which he 
madvertently choked her to death. He 
then cut off the head and hid it under 
a log at a distance from the body, 
in order to make identification difficult. 
The body of the victim was not found till two 
years after the murder, and was then but a 
skeleton, so that the identification was not abso- 
lute. It was generally believed that Mrs. Lowell 
had ran away with a circus, and many bave 
hitherto believed Lowell innocent.

THE CHORUS SOCIETY. 

The New-York Chorus Society gave its 
third.and last concert of the current.season at 
‘Steinway Hall last evening. The work chosen 
for performance was A. C. Mackenzie's dra- 
matic oratorio founded on the Song of Solomon, 
and entitled “The Rose of Sharon,” and that 
elaborate production was heard on this occasion 
for the first time in America. To speak de- 
cisively of an achievement of this sort 
after a single hearing is to venture upon 
dangerous ground. The task is, of course, facil- 
itated by an examination of the published 
score, but while the reviewer of a technical 
journal may think it worth while supplying 
his readers with the fruits of such an exami- 
nation in shape of extracts and printed ref- 
erence to keys, modulations, and instru- 
mental combinations, the value of a synop- 
sis of this nature for the general public 
is slight. Musical compositions, in fact, are in- 
tended for performance and not for closet 
perusal and dissection, and it is by their public 
rehearsal that they should be judged. As set 
forth already, the expression of a definite 
opinion based upon a_ single rendering 
is a risky affair, The necessity of a 
reference to a new work, however, is ap- 
parent and cannot be ignored, and hence the 
need of dealing with ‘* The Rose of Sharon” un- 
der the impression of yesterday’s exposition of 
the oratorio. The chief characters are the “* Rose 
of Sharon,” known throughout as the Sulamite; 
King Solomon, and the Beloved. The Beloved and 
the King are rivais for the love of the heroine, 
who is torn from her lover, to be the reigning 
favorite of the royal harem. But all the splen- 
dor of the palace, the homage of the people, the 
seductions of finery and jewels have no charms 
for her. Even the passionate admiration of the 
royal lover cannot touch her heart. She 
remains true to her Beloved, to whom 
she is at length restored to wander once more 
through the vineyards of Sulam. Mr. Mackenzie's 
most recent achievement has been received, we 
are told, with marked favor in England. The 
publishers of the score bave scattered far and 
wide newspaper articles proclaiming this fact, 
and the composer has been praised for all his real 
merits and for the many exceillences which an 
imaginative and friendly commentator can 
always detect between the lines, so to 

ut it, of the composition under notice. 

he impression of the first performance of * The 
Rose of Sharon” in this country did not indicate 
that American music-lovers are prepared to 
ratify the verdict of their transatlantic 
cousins. Mr. Mackenzie’s production shows 
that the composer possesses structural skill, 
talent, and taste as a harmonist, a thorough 
knowledge ot instrumentation characterized 
by somewhat too great prudence ‘in the use of 
instumental effects, and the reverential spirit 
that lends dignity tothe lyric illustration ofa 
scriptural text. It shows, tvo, that he is 
deficient in creative power and original. 
ity, that his dramatic impulscs are not 
strong, and that his ingenuity and ap- 
preciation of contrast and obrillancy of 
tone-color are not at all wel) defined. As a whole, 
his dramatic oratorio is pretentious, long-drawn, 
and dreary. His recourse to Wagnerian leading 
motives is commended, but his leading motives 
are not Wagnerian, because vague and unimprer- 
sive. Approval is asked for the so-called novel- 
ty of construction claimed for his work—which is, 
supposed, in tne language of a foreign contem- 
porary. to “break new ground in several im- 
portant respects’—when, in truth, the only 
novelty lies in Mr. Mackenzie’s avoidance of 
whatis generaliy and correctly understood by 
the word melody, by the omission of arias and 
choruses that charm the ear or stir the feelings, 
and by the almost unbroken monotony of his 
instrumentation. It is possible that Mr. Mac- 
kenzie’s new departure may have been inspired 
by what he considers the failure of Hande), 
Haydn, and Mendelssohn to accomplish anything 
by the exercise of their peculiar gifts. But it is 
far likelier that he stands in the position 
of the fox who deplored the worthlessness 
of the grapes in the old-time fable. 
The audience listened with continuous patience 
to the ** The Rose of Sharon,” last evening, and, 
although the attendance was rather chary of 
applause, some of the numbers did not pass un- 
noticed. Occasionally a dainty bit of accom- 
paniment was greeted as an oasis,in a desert of 
suave but monochromatic harmony, and a 
few cantabile passages, as in Solomon's 
song commencing * Unto my charger,” refreshed 
the ear; the relief, however, was unfrequent. A 
too brief uandante, for contralto, beginning ** Lo, 
the King,” was the only piece that the assem- 
blage appeared inclined to have repeat- 
ed. The choruses were not effective. The 
interpretation of “‘The Rose of Sharon” 
was creditable in respect of the performances 
of Misses Winant and Juch, and in respect 
ot Mr. Heinrich’s singing, and the orchestra’s 
share of the task was admirably per- 
formed. Mr. Winch, the tenor of the occa- 
sion, was in poor form, and the chorus 
tame and unsteady. The Society is to be com- 
plimented upon the enterprise evinced in bring- 
ing out Mr. Mackenzie’s new production, and it 
is to be hoped it may give it once more, althouch 
itis not unsafe to prophecy that ** The Hose of 
Sharon” wi!l never be assigned a place of honor 
in the répertoire of choral organizations in this 
country.

MR. ROWE’S NEW PLAY. 

An original comedy in four acts en- 
titled “Beauty,” and written by Mr. George 
Fawcett Rowe, was produced at a “special 
matinéc” given at Waliack’s Theatre yester- 
day afternoon, in presence of a large 
audience, in which ‘the profession’’ was 
abundantly represented. Although portions 
of Mr. Rowe's achievement were received 
with unmistakable favor, and the effect pro- 
duced by the whole work was not unsatisfactory, 
there is no denying that the imperfections of a 
performance gotten up under the  pe- 
cuhar conditions inseparable from a spe- 
cial matinée lessened materially its im- 
pressiveness. Some shilled artists and several 
beautiful women were beheld in ** Beauty,” and 
the scenic attire of the comedy left nothing to 
be wished for; but the fact that the text was 
spoken glibly, and that there were no stage- 
waits, did not conceal the unfamiliari- 
ty of the actors and actresses with 
their respective réles, The idea upon which 
the piece is founded is an ingenious one. A man 
marriesa comeiy girl and neglects her, where- 
upon she is taken up by some indiscreet friends 
and turned into a professional beauty, In due 
season the husbana grows jealous and, for a 
while, a rupture between the married pair is 
imminent, but good sense finally prevails, the 
belle of Belgravia abdicates, and connubial 
felicity is restored. A subsidiary plot, in which 
a conventional villain is concerned, runs parallel 
with the main story, but is scarcely essen- 
tial to its unfolding. The second act 
of * Beauty” is particularly good, and the 
third would have been telling but for its silly 
climax. Its performance enlisted the services of 
Mr. Rowe, who, in the comedy scenes of his work, 
was bright and natural; those of Miss Agnes 
Thomas, a young English actress, who revealed 
abundant cleverness in the unemotional in- 
cidents of the play, and those of Messrs. 
Harry Edwards, ,J. W. Piggott, Harry Clarke, 
Henry Pitt, W. O. Partridge, Charles Coote, and 
Misses Olga Brandon and Alice Welsh. All 
these persons are well-known players. An un- 
commonly pretty and graceful novice, Miss 
Adelaide Arthur, was admired in a small part, 
but was s0 nervous that the promise of her 
début could not be estimated. 


A NEW OPERA PRODUCED. 

Loxpon, April 16.—The Carl Rosa Opera 
Company produced A. Goring Thomas's new 
opera, ** Nadeshda,”’ at the Drury Lane Theatre 
thisevening. The subject is a Russian one, the 
scene being laid near Moscow in the reign of 
Catherin II. A quartet in the second act 
was received with rapturous applause and the 

rincipals were recalled six times, coming finally 
Before the curtain, in response to unanimous 
calls from the house, with the composer.

OBITUARY. 


EX-GOV. JOSHUA BAKER. 

The death of ex-Gov. Joshua Baker, of 
Louisiana, is announced from New-Orleans. 
He was born in Kentucky, and entered the Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point in September, 
1817. He was graduated two years later, 
and was appointed Second Lieutenant 
of artillery. He served at the Military 
Academy as Assistant Professor of Natural and 
Experimental Philosophy until June, 1820. 
Two years later he was admitted to the Kentucky 
Bar, and then practiced law in Louisiana until 
1838. At the same time he condu:ted a sugar 
plantation in Franklin, St. Mary’s Parish. He was 
engineer of the Piaquemine Navigation Com- 

any, of Louisiana, from 1827 to 1829, and Parish 

udge and Judge of Probate in Louisiana from 
1829 to 1832. In 1831 he declined an appointment 
as United States Surveyor-General for Louisiana. 
From 1833 to 1838 he was Assistant Engineer of the 
State and Director of the Board of Public Works 
of the State from 1840 to 1845. He was Colonel 
in the Louisiana militia from 1826 to 1829, and 
Captain of cavalry from 1846 to 1851. In 1852 he 
was returned to the State Senate, and in 1853 he 
wasa member of the Board of Visitors to the 
Military Academy. In 1868 he was Military Goyv- 
ernor of the State of Louisiana.

IRISHMEN NOT WELCOMED, 
A LSA A eS 
GOV. SULLIVAN FRIGHTENED BY THE AR- 
RIVAL OF TWO HUNDRED OF THEM. 
From the Boston Traveller. 

Among the old records of the port of 
Boston is a correspondence which passed, in 1801, 
between Goy. Sullivan, Collector Lincoln, and 
District Attorney Otis, which, in the light of our 
later history, with its amazing story of immigra- 
tion, not only from Ireland but from all Euro- 


pean countries, reads odaly enough now. Fol- 
lowing are copies of three letters which passed 
between the officials named: 
BOSTON, Augt. 4th, 1801. 
DEAR SIR: The ship Albicoreis below, with more 
than two hundred people from Ireland. ‘I'hereis great 
danger of these Peoples becoming troublesome and 
chargable. I have giventhe captain noticethat if he 
shull land them I shail arrest him forthe penalties re- 
sulting from the Law in that case provided—But even 
this is an inadequate remedy. | therefore in order to 
save this state from the expense and damage to which 
it may be subject, suggest it to your consideration 
whether there is not some way in which you can pre- 
ventanentry. I do not advise or give an opinion, be- 
cause the Legal officer for that purpose is near you, 
but | beg for the interest of the town and of the state 
that you will exert any legal powers you have in 
order to prevent so great a calamity.

Sullivan dated 
his letter a day ahead or Gen. Lincoln and the 
District Attorney dated their letters a day be- 
hind, as the Governor’s letter bears date ** Augt. 
4th,” and if written on that day could not have 
been acted upon on * Augt. 3,”" the date of the 
Collector's and District Attorney’s letters. But 
this is of noconsequence. The remarkable feat- 
ure of these epistles is the fear they disclose on 
the part of the authorities of that day because 
**200 people from Ireland” had come into the 
harbor, and the apprehension of * great danger 
of these peopie becoming troublesome and 
chargable.” Evidently they had a very inade- 
quate idea of the capacity of this country for 
absorbing immigrants. Many and many a day in 
Jater years has seen 4,000 or 5,000 * people from 
Ireland” and elsewhere landed at the ports of 
New-York and Boston.

ANOTHER STUDY “IN BLACK AND 
WHITE.” 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

“We of the South” are in a state of 
tremendous indignation with Mr. Cable! It is 
some consolation that Mr. Grady, by the dis- 
covery of Mr. Cable’s Yankee descent, proves 
his incompetence to judge concerning Southern 
ethics—althcugh, by the bye, our joy in Mr. 
Grady’s announcement is somewhat impaired 
by the fact that we are not so rich in literati as 
to resign without a pang one of our most charm- 
ing authors to ‘‘Northern parentage.” In the 
midst of our righteous wrath at this 
unauthorized foreigner who calls us _ to 
repentance and tu reformation, it may 
stil! be well to ask ourselves: What, after all, 
are the facts in the case? ‘In plain black and 
white,” what is our attitude toward that de- 
pendent race, whose fate is so strangely bound 
up with ours? Are we willing to see and do our 
duty toward them? These are grave questions 
bearing upon that difficult race problem whose 


solution belongs to another generation, and upon 
the scarcely less conjectural future of the South 
Sinn progressive people and a factor in civiliza- 

Before these problems can be intelligently dis- 
cussed it is necessary to form what Dr. Whewell 
calls ‘a colligation of facts.” One candid ob- 
server after another contributing his arc of ex- 

perience, the sum of the different observations 
may, by and by, cause the position of the negro 
in the South to be aclearly’ apprehended tact, 
and the tendency of our present course to be as 
scientifically inferable as Kepler's ellipses. With 
the hope of contributing somewhat to this ap- 
parently remote consummation, I append the 
result of my own observations during a six 
years’ residence on a plantation in an isolated 
corner ot Virginia. A Southerner by birth, 
parentage, and education, hope my 
testimony will not be declared as invalid as Mr. 
Cabie’s, even though I must confess to an ex- 
Datriation of 10 years preceding my present 
resideuce, My ficld of observation is remote 
alike from the railway and from political cen- 
tres. The scattered community of whites are 
quiet, unexcitable people, most of them great 
church-goers—orthodox Presbyterians ‘after 
the strictest sect.” The negroes, too, are pro- 
fessedly Christian, and are peaceable, respect- 
ful, and unobtrusive—many of them continuing 
to work for their former owners, and giving the 
old titles of ** Marster” and ‘ Mistis’’ to their 
employers. Here, if anywhere, one would ex- 
pect to see Mr. Grady’s idyl illustrated by 
tableaux vivants. Whatisthe truth as tothe 
rejation of the races? 

Undoubtedly the sunny side of the picture 
first impresses a stranger. I was continually as- 
tonished during my early days here with the in- 
dulgence and forbearance of employers. The 
coachman was habitually behind time; the cook 
looked upon every meal as a movable feast; 
the waitress erected in the varden a secret cairn 
of ceramic fragments, and all these things were 
resignedly endured. ‘ Kismet” appeared to he 
the universal sentiment. There was noth- 
ing to be done. “Dismiss these and worse 
will come,” wasthe one reply to my remon- 
strance against the prevailing submission. 
Nor are ready kindness and a certain easy 
familiarity less conspicuous than this sgood- 
humored patience. Is a negro wedding in pros- 
pect, the mistress ornaments cakes, brings flow- 
ers from her garden, and superintends with 
hearty interest ali the festive details. Is one of 
the ne ladies of the house nervous at night, 
a colored girl spreads her ** pallet’ in the room, 
and gossips and snores away the eerie loneliness! 
These sable attendants receive our new born 
babies in their arms, nurse us in our illness, 
rear our children on their knees, robe us 
for our last slumber. No other servants share 
so fully the family life as do these of the 
South. But in a little while the stranger 
will become aware of a startling paradox—at 
first sight an inexplicable one. Beneath all this 
external friendliness exists a subtle, almost a 
fierce, antagonism of race. The very woman 
who has given kindly aid to the marriage feast 
will tell you bitterly that ‘* the negroes have no 
virtue; that they all steal; that they have no 
gratitude.’ She will, perhaps, surprise you by 
commands given and reproofs uttered with pre- 
cisely the tone and manner one would use 
toward a dog! The man who has just seen 
his child go out with her white arms 
clasping her nurse’s dark neck and _ her 
rosy lips pressing the dusky. cheek will 
express to you his abhorrence of the very 
thoucht of sharing a car seat withanegro. I 
once heard a gentleman apparently refined and 
considerate of others say in the presence of his 
servant, ‘Oh, they have no feelings!” Another 
of equa! social position remarked at the table, 
around which colored waiters passed: * Not one 
of them will resist the chance to steal. Thievish- 
ness is the characteristic of the race.”’ One pres- 
ently discovers, also, that he must not be an 
optimist, noreven a * meliorist,” in regard to the 
negro’s character. I have more than once roused 
excited feeling by expressing some doubt as 
to the universality of the dictum ‘*The negro 
isa thief.” When I say that during six years of 
household experience I have become cognizant 
of singularly little pilfering, Iam told that my 
penetration is at fault, not the predatory guali- 
tiesof my employes. (The negro, let me observe 
es a wrpnge is continually tempted to dis- 

onesty by never being trusted and seldom pun- 
ished.) If I hint in response tothe other axiom 
that “The negro has no gratitude” a doubt 
whether we have given him very great scope for 
the exercisev ot that virtue, I am met with sus- 
picion of my loyalty to the South—all this, re- 
member, from employers indulgent, even some- 
what shockingly familiar, in their relations with 
their servants ! 

This strange and contradictory attitude has 
been illustrated and somewhat explained by a 
recent occurrence in our little community. We 
all agre that the negroes among us have no real 
religious training. Their Pastor is an old negro, 
more ignorant than many of his congregation, 
and wholly incapable of teaching or guiding 
them. Their religion scarcely merits the name 
of Christianity. The few individual efforts to 
elevate them are feebleand futile. Several weeks 
agoa great opportunity to give, or rather to 
permit, their religious instruction was afforded 
us. Our own little church has been long without 
a Pastor; we can offer a salary of only $500, for 
which we a¢k but half the minister’s time. Since, 
however, there is no neighboring church to em- 
ploy the other half, our pulpit has been vacant 
for nearly two years. Finally one of the officers 
of the church “ had a lucid interval.’ He wrote 
to Dr. Allen, of the Freedman’s Bureau. “ Will 
you,” he asked, “ meet our $500 with an equal 
sum and send us a minister who will give us half 
his time and will spendthe other half in mis- 
sionary work among the negroes? You perceive 
that his will be a_ difficult and delicate 
position. He must be no _ fanatic, no 
negromaniac. He will need great tact; 
he must be very patient with our nar- 
rownese, very mindful of ‘the chip on our 
shoulder.’” Dr. Allen replied cordially and 
sympathetically. The arrangement awaited only 
the sanction of our littie congregation. The 
gentleman who had conceived the plan devel- 
oped it to the people, read them Dr. Allen’s 
conrteous and fraternal letters, and concluded 
as follows his brief address: ** This scheme gives 
us a minister greatly superior to any we unaided 
can obtain. lt givesalsoto the poor and igno- 
rant among us the help we all agree they sorely 
need, and that without expense or trouble to 
ourselves. I can see but two possible objections 
to the plan—sectional narrowness and race preju- 
dice. if we wish to rank among civilized 
peoples we must divest ourselves of the 
tormer; if among Christian churches we must 
lay aside the latter. We need to be educated by 
a minister whose mind does not run in our own 
grooves, and it is our bounden duty to embrace 
this opportunity of elevating those whose very 
presence among us imposes upon us an awful 
responsibility... No reply was made to the 
speaker’s assertions; the vote was taken; two— 
the projector of the plan and his wife—voted for 
it. From the rest of these Christian people came 
no decorous dissent; their **No” was fairly 
yelled, * with a rerular rebel yell,” as it was aft- 
erward jocosely described. ** We wish to have 
our minister preach to the negroes,” explained a 
church member. ‘‘ But he must be ours. To 
share a minister equally with the negroes would 
have a dreadful effect. It would demoralize 
them.”’ 

Now the key to the paradox lies in these sen- 
tences. Theaverage Southerner is willing to treat 
the negro kindly just so long as the negro stands 
on a plane little higher than that of the house 
dog. We induige both, we sometimes pet both 
after a fashion; weencourage from bothacertain 
sort of familiarity; of both we speak in their pres- 
ence with nearly equal contempt. We willingly 
teed the dog with physical crumbs, and the negro 
with spiritual crumbs from our own tables—but 
good Carlo must not have his plate beside ours, 
and genial Sambo must share our Gospel bread 
on a lower level. He must take it as an alms, 
not asaright. ** Why,” falter ** we of the South,” 
“if we educate the negro,if we admit him to 
our churches, if we allow him to forget his infe- 
riority of race, we shall be having social equality 
next.”’ ‘Then we ought to have it,” replied 
once a wise Virginian to such a panic-stricken 
objector. ‘Social equality is not a matter of 
legislation—it is a matter of fact. If we 
don’t want the negro to _be_ our social 
equal, we must keep ahead of him, that 
is all. In the church of God and at the 
ballot all men are equal! We must not cheat 
the negro of his place there because we are 
afraid of his overtaking us in culture and re- 
finement. If we deprecate social equality let us 
rise—not keep the negro down.” *‘* But—but— 
miscegenation,” gasps the objector again. 
* Well,” calmly replies ovr abnormal Virginian 
—born, I fear, a century too soon—‘“ that, too, 
will adjust itself. When people marry it is 
usually because they are equals, and, if equals, 
why shouldn't they paghl ? Besides,” he adas 
sternly, ‘to speak very plainly, the future can- 
not be peavey, worse in this respect than 
the past and present. We all know that—ex- 
cept, apparently, the guileless editors of relig- 
ious newspapers, who either have’ ‘ears that 
hear not and eyes that see not’ orelse do not 
include truth among the Christian virtues. 
Moreover, miscegenation will become more rare 
in proportion as the inferior race acquires self- 
respect.” But, alas! such wise Virginians are 
few. Usually our fatuity is simply perfect, and 
with what result ? [am persuaded that in his 
secret soul the highest or of negro hates the 
white man, and justl He rates our cop- 
temptuous kindness at its true value; he knows 
well that we distrust him, that we have no 
faith in his possibilities, that we do not 
wish to see him rise. He sees his vices 
condoned simply because we rank him but little 
above the brute creation.. In our very indul- 

ence there is contempt, which, in a dim way, he 
eelsand knows. The touching story of little 

va comes back to me-as I write. Miss 
Ophelia’s utmost effort jeft Topsy-a savage.

still, because it lacked the “enthusiasm of hu- 
manity,” but at Eva’s spontaneous caress the 
scarcely human heart woke to new life. Never 
yet have we in all our association with the negro 
‘laid our hands upon him and bDilessed 
him.” Never until he feels the _ friend- 
ly touch of our common humanity will 
he become truly our friend and_ ally! 
And he will drag us down if we do not lift him 
up. Stuart Mill favors universal suffrage chiefly 
because self-interest will then torce a nation to 
elevate its masses. ‘We of the South” have 
apparently not yet reached that conception of 
our policy. If ‘our Christianity is expending 
itself in heresy hunting and no longer existing 
as an ethical force, it may not bein vain to ap- 
peal to our selfishness as a motive for a change 
of attitude toward the negro.

THE LLOYD’S NECK BILL. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 


which should be ‘passed at once.’ The peninsula 
of Lloyd’s Neck, lying on the north side of Long 
Island, and wholly in front of the town of Hunt- 
ington, contains some 8,500 acres, and is within 
30 miles of the city of New-York. By some 
strange political division this tract of land is a 
part of the town of Oyster Bay, which nowhere 
adjoins it, and is under the jurisdiction of Queens 
County. Separated from the town of Oyster Bay 


hy a wide sheet of water, closed to navigation 
for a great part of the year, practically all the 
communication between Lloyd’s Neck and the 
town of Oyster Bay is by land and by passing 
through the town of Huntington about six 
miles, and thence a long distance to the vil- 
lage in the town of Oyster Bay. The 
people of Lloyd's Neck, owing to their isolated 
condition are deprived of the benefits of civil 
government. Violations of law and injuries to 
person and property there are without redress. 
Immunity from punishment for crime invites to 
Lloyd's Neck disorderiy persons who violate the 
law and escape with impunity. The people of 
Lioyd’s Neck are practicaliy disfranchised, They 
can cast their votes only by making a journey 
through the town of Huntington to election 
polls more than 12 milesaway. They are taxed 
to support the poor, to maintain schools, to open 
and improve roads in Oyster Bay and yet no in- 
mate of the almshouse ever claimed a 
residence in Lloyd’s Neck; no school has 
ever been established there from the pub- 
lic fund, and no _ public road has been 
built there for the last century. Without a dis- 
senting voice the residents of Lloyd's Neck have 
petitioned the Leyisiature to relieve them from 
their anomalous position and annex their pen- 
insula to the town of Huntington. Twice a bill 
to secure this relief has been passed by the 
Senate. In the Assembly opposition to the 
bill has been made by {the members from 
Queens County. No argument has. been 
offered against the justice of this an- 
nexation. Queens County objects to the Joss 
of any of its territory and of the taxes on prop- 
erty for which it has persistently given nothing 
inreturn. That a large territory, unsurpassed 
in the beauty of its scenery and abounding in 
pleasant homes and lying within 30 miles of the 
great city of New-York, should be without any 
courts or civil officers, reachable and at the 
mercy of invading gangs -of Jawiess ruffians, is 
without a parallel and calls loudly for relief.

But recent investigations have shown the effect 
ot color to be independent of association. The 
latest experiment of this kind, as told in the 
Sanitary Record, has been on new-born puppies, 
who were found to exhibit striking differences 
of character, according to the color of the light 
in which they were brought up, these differences 
being in nowise such as‘the association of ‘ideas 
would lead us to expect. Red puppies, for in- 
stance, were found to be particularly devoid of 
pugnacity. Blue may “the sweetest 
color that’s worn,” [but it was not 
at all conducive in this case to 
sweetness of disposition; while ‘“ verdant 
green,’ all its schoolboy associations notwith- 
standing, was found to be the most educational 
color of all. Green puppies exhibited extreme 
liveliness, cheerfulness, and playfulness, accom- 
panied by ease and gracefulness of movements, 
and in addition were invariably good-humored 
and kind. These experiments are of the utmost 
importance, and every nursery window in the 
country should at once be shaded with green;

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CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS.

Cuicaco, April 15.—The leading produce: mar- 
kets were simply wild to-Gay, or rather the operators 
in those markets were so, and the course of prices was 
decidedly downyerd. The news from Europe was pa- 
cifie in tune, agreeing in spirit if notin letter with that 
of tre preceding evening. There was a tinge of 
strength ceriy in the dzy, which appeared to be chiefiy 
due toarrmor that a Chicago operator, now in En- 


gland, bad cabled toa friend here that the situation is 
still warlike and prices of produce still rising. But this 
wus cenied subsequently by the party named and 

then demoralization prevailed, with scarcely a tinge of 
relief, till the close. There was little individuality in 
any of the leading markets. In all, the one central 

act was a rush to sell, and margely. by men who had 

oaded up onthe recent advance. Much of the sellin 
Was suid to be on country account, but a good deal o 
stuff was also sold for local men and on New-York 
orders. Most of the buying was to cover shorts, the 
majority of which had been put out earlier in the 
Week in the expectation of just such a break 
and just such an ending to the war talk as was couched 
in the news that Gladstone had backed down. In the 
afternoon the feeling was almost equally wild the 
other way. The intimation that Gladstone had 
Geclared his position to be one of firmness, and that 
hinitts of more fighting had been thrown out in St. 
Petersburg, set the crowd to buying just as furiously 
asthey had sold an hour or two before, and prices 
mounted rapidly upward. I'he quotations on Con- 
sols were watched all day with feverish anxiety, 
and all sorts of rumors were rife as explanatory 
of the changes in those figures. Provisions opened 
withagrand selling raid,partly on Eastern orders, 
which broke prices,and after that the market was 
steadier, being sustained by just enough buying 
on the minor breaks to prevent what threatened at one 
time to be almost a panic. The local Hog market was 
much lower,and this helped to weaken the product. 
Some very large lots of Pork were closed out because 
the margins were exhausted and longs did not 
care to renew. Armour was a free buyer of 
Pork near the bottom.

WITNESSES OF NEGLECT AND UNFEELING 


ACTIONS TESTIFYING BEFORE THE THREE 
COMMISSIONERS. 

The three Commissioners who are listen- 
ing to complaints of indecorous, if not to say in- 
decent, conduct brought against the Greenwood 
Cemetery gravediggers, met for the second time 
yesterday afternoon. Lawyer J. S. Wood told 
the Commissioners that the testimony he had 
offered in behalf of the lot owners he represent- 
ed had nearly all come to him voluntarily. It 
Was not necessary to search for complainants, 
though many people wete reluctant to expose 
grievances connected with matters so sacredly 
private. Philip R. Miller said that he buried his 
wife in Greenwood one year ago last April. He 
goes there frequently to put flowers on her grave. 
This season, after he had Jaid out some vines, he 
went back to the cemetery, and was indignant 
to find that somebody had taken off the vines 
and flowers and had thrown them intoa large 
hole dug at the head of the grave apparently for 
that purpose. 

Samuel Brown, a lawyer, with 50 relatives 
buried in Greenwood, told, with emotion he 
could not conceal, of the astonishing scenes at 
the grave of his little son about nine years ago. 
Mr. Brown said that time had done little to 
obliterate the painful occurrence. As the Rev. 
Dr. Hiscock was reciting the committal prayer, 
three men and two women, evidently intoxicated, 
strolled up and seated themselves near the 
grave. They commented rudely upon the 
solemn scene, and made so much noise that 
the undertaker requested them to move off. 
Angry with being interfered with, the: intruders 
used vile, noisy language, and one woman 
stumbled to the edge of the grave, pushed 
aside the mourners, and continued her noisy ut- 
terances over the coffin of the child as it was 
being lowered into the grave. The ceremony 
was stopped and the party drove home. The 
gravedigeers made no attempt to restrain the 
intruders, and it was apparent to the mourners 
that they were friendly to them. Mr, Brown 
complained to the cemetery people, but was in- 
formed that the management was not respon- 
sibie; the intruders were not friends of the grave- 
diggers, but probably came from some of the 
shanties at the outer boundaries of the cemetery. 

Edward Hartnett, another lawyer, who visits 
his lot in Greenwood Cemetery frequently, saw, 
about six years ago,a crowd of rough people 
gathered around some exposed bodies that had 
evidently been buried some time. Gravedig- 
gers were apparently removing the bodies from 
where they were buried to another lot. The 
coftins were very much decayed and their con- 
tents were exposed. No cloth or anything of 
the kind was vrovided for covering them, and 
no one tried to drive away the crowd. Mr. Hart- 
nett saw the coffins lying unprotected in that 
way for at least 20 minutes. Another time, ona 
Decoration Day, showy advertising wagons fol- 
lowed the Grand Army procession into the 
cemetery, and lunch parties scattered their frag- 
ments over carefuliy kept lots. Francis E. 
Dodge, a merchant, on the day after Decoration 
Day in 1884 had to stand on guard over the 
coffins containing the remains oft four of his 
farily, and drive away an impertinent crowd 
of men who joafed up with their hands in their 
pockets to see what was going on. Mr. Dodge 
was havine the bodies removed. The grave- 
diggers had not made: the arrangements they 
promised to do, and the coffins were kept a long 
time above ground. Charles H. Lee said thata 
number of times he had seen gravediggers jump 
on behind the carriages when a funeral entered 
the cemetery and ride to the grave. E. W. 
Gumbers, when he went to bury his grand- 
father, whose body was brought from New- 
Jersey Jast February, found no _ preparations 
made for him at the cemetery. The mourners 
bad to tramp around in mud and slush, and the 
ground around the grave was so bad that the 
committal service was dispensed with. Hefore 
the mourners went away the wet mud was 
tossed upon the coffin. Robert Ellis said that when 
he went to bury his father-in-law, one of the 
cross sticks at the head of the grave broke and 
let the coffin drop. The gravediggers had to 
push the other end down. 

Charles H. Willson, of Mount Vernon, went to 
Greenwood metery about 4 o'clock one 
wintry afternoon last February to bury his 
wife. Tbe mourners heard one of the grave- 
diggers remark quite loudly as he staggered 
along with the coffin toward the grave: ** Faith, 
isn’t she a heavy one?” “Indade an’ 
is,” was the grunting response from a fellow- 
litter. The men made other remarks offensive 
to the mourners, talking about “‘shovin’ her 
here” and ** pushin’ her there.”” The grave was 
too small for the coffin, and the men hammered 
®way at the hard ground with their pickaxes to 
widen it. Mr. Willson prote-ted and ordered the 
body removed to the vault until the grave was 
fit to receive it. Here, again, there was more 
delay. Byron Weston, of Massachusetts, who 
was Lieutenant-Governor during Goy. Long's 
administration, was present at this funeral. 
He sent the Commissioners an affidavit describ- 
ing what he called the “attempted burial’ 
by gravediggers who “looked like tramps.” 
Peniing its removal to the vault, the coffin was 
tipped against a fence at an angie of 45 degrees. 
James B. Smith, an Eighth-avenue undertaker of 
20 years’ experience, told of some improper prac- 
tices at Greenwood. Very frequently the graves 
were made too small for the box, thus submit- 
ting the mourners to a great deal of unneces- 
sary pain. Another thing, while $5 was the 
usual price for opening a ve, a dollar or more 
extra was charged for all bodies above the regu- 
jation size. Sometimes two, generally three, 
but never more than four men were provided 
to lifs a coffin from the hearse to the grave. 
The lust number was nearly always insufficient, 
and the undertaker was compelled to take hold. 
Sometimes the undertaker was obliged to get in 
the mud and take away the sticks while a coffin 
was being lowered into the grave. In Winter 
lumps of frozen mud were allowed to fall with 
@ resounding thwack on the coffin while a 
service was going on. In wet weather the mud 
was so bad that the mourners could not leave 
their carriages. 

The Commissioners: would not allow the inves- 
tigation to extend to a gereral inquiry into the 
financial management of the corporation unless 
specific charges of fraud or mismanagement 
were made. There were grumblers, Chairman 
Babcock explained, who found fault with all 
large corporations when affairs were not man- 
nged in accordance with their ideas. If the lot 
holders had grievances they could vote at the 
corporation meetings and soon overthrow the 
Directors who did not suitthnem. Mr. Wood said 
that he bad nospecific charges of fraud, but if he 
were permitted to do so, he could show extrav- 
agant expenditures and wastefulness. Wit-

"A COLLAR MANUFACTURER SUPPOSED TO BE- 
IN CANADA, 

_ Augustus Hoexter, manufacturer of 
linen collars and cuffs, at No. 506 Broadway, 
who made an assignment on April 7, has not 
been seen by his creditors since that day, and 
they believe he has gone to Canada. His friends 
admit that he has left the city and is notin this 
State, as warrants of arrest have been obtained 
against him by creditors. His liabilities willexceed 
$200,000, and the prospects of the general cred- 
itors receiving anything appear to be very slim, 
asthe day before the assignment he confessed 
judgements to relatives for $52,600, which covers 
all the assets in this city and also at Troy, where 
his factory was situated. 

Since the failure some very singular transac- 
tions have come to light. It has been learned 


that he borrowed all the money he could from 
friends on various pretexts up to the time of nis 
failure, and itis stated that he had borrowed 
$225,000 from relatives for his business. About 
three weeks ago Mr. Hocxter purchased on 
credit nearly $13,000 worth of raw silk, and im- 
mediately after sold it for cash at less than the 
market rate for about $10,900. He bought the 
raw silk from several importers, including R. 
Arai, of No. 46 Howard-street, and the Yamado 
Trading Company, of Mercer-street, an@ sold it 
to William Skinner & Son, prominent manufact- 
urers of silk braids and trimmings, of No. 504 
Broadway. Thatacollar manufacturer should 
want to buy raw silk was regarded as rather 
strange at the time, but it was supposed he 
was rt by it under cover for a relative who had 
formerly been a manufacturer of silk ribbons, 
When Mr. Hoexter sold the goods to William 
Skinner & Son it is said that he represented that 
he had had the goods in his possession 30 days; 
that he had advanced money to a manufacturer 
who was short; that the time was up and the 
manufacturer could not redeem the goods, and 
that he (Hoexter) needed the money. Mr. Skin- 
ner knew Mr. Hoexter asa next door neighbor, 
and upon inquiry, finding he stood well in trade, 
bought the raw silk for about $10,900, giving a 
check on presentation of the shipping receipts. 
Subsequently Mr. Skinner spoke of the matterin 
the trade, when the whole scheme of Mr. Hoex- 
ter was brought to light. It also appearea that 
he was about to purchase‘about $12,000 worth of 
raw silk from another importer when the mat- 
ter was exposed, and the merchant thus saved 
the loss of his silk. Before anything could be 
done Mr. Hoexter made an assignment and dis- 
appeared. One of the importers from whom 

r. Hoexter bought the silk sold it to the firm 
of A. Hoexter & Co., which firm is regarded as 
perfectly good. 

Mr. Leopold Wallach, the Assignee, said yes- 
terday that he had not seen Mr. oexter since 
the day he made the assignment, that he was not 
in this city, and he did not know where he was. 
He had heard warrants were out for Mr. Hoex- 
ter’s arrest. He thought Mr. Hoexter very 
foolish to leave the city, and he did not believe 
he was in his right mind. In regard to the 
transactions in raw silk, Mr. Wallech said that 
Mr. Hoexter had used the money received for 
it in his business to pay notes with, one note 
for over $5,000 having been paid at the Ninth 
National Bank, as the checkbook showed, and 
Mr. Hoexter had paid off debts up to the Satur- 
day before the assignment. He thought Mr. 
Hoexter bad been very careless in his business, 
and that it had not been profitable for some 
time past, and he had put the money borrowed 
from relatives in the business.

ELEVATED ROAD LITIGATION. 





THE: CHARGES TO.BE MADE IN THE AMENDED 
SUIT OF S&S.’ V. HARKNESS, 

The trial of the suit of Stephen V. Hark- 
ness against the Manhattan Railway Company 
and the New-York Elevated Railroad Company 
was discontinued yesterday. Chief-Judge Sedg- 
wick was of the opinion that the complaint did not 
fully enough set forth the fraudulent character of 
the acts of the persons who were simultaneously 
Directors of the two companies, which acts have 
resulted to the disadvantage of the stockholders 
of the New-York Company, especially those who 
have refused to exchange their New-York stock 
for that of the Manhattan Company, in accord- 
ance with the “merger agreement” of Jast 
August. Ex-Judge Arnoux and E. B. Cowles, 
who appeared for Mr. Harkness, then moved for 
leave to amend the complaint soas to particu- 
larize the alleged fraudulent acts and the per- 
sons who committed them. A. J. Vanderpoel 
and Julien T. Davies opposed the motion, but 
the Judge granted it. 

In the amendment to be made it will be alleged 
that Jay Gould, Cyrus W. Field, Russell Sage, 
R. M. Gailaway, and others having larger in- 
terests in the Manhattan Company than in the 
New-York, of both of which they were Direct- 
ors, have undertaken to sacrifice the interests 
of the latter to those of the former by making 
an agreement modifying the agreement of May, 
1879, under which the former guaranted the lat- 
ter 10 per cent. a year on itscapital stock: that 
the modification of the original agreement 
so as to cut down the guarantee was 
not within the power of the Directors, 
unless their act was subsequently ratified 
by the votes ot the holders of all the New-York 
stock, the original agreement having been so 
ratified: that one feature of the fraud proposed 
to be carried out by the inculpated Directors 
Was the compromise for $39,000 of all the claims 
of the New-York Company on the Manhattan 
for the difference between theé6 per cent. paid 
and the 10 per cent. due between July, 1881, and 
April, 1884, which difference is represented by 
the sum of $780,000, and that the Manhattan Com- 
pany is bound to:pay the New-York the 4 per 
cent. per annum on its capital stock withheld 
from it under the modified agreements,

Comley & Barton, the theatrical man- 
agers, who became insolvent several years ago, 
sued Henry Dazian, a dealer in theatrical 
goods, and R. D’Oyly Carte, the manager 
for Gilbert & Sullivan. They asserted that 
Dazian and Carte obtained from them the cos- 
tames made for use in the operas * Olivette,” 
**Patience,” **Manola,” and **‘Mme. Favart,” 
promising to procure a purchaser at a price 
to approved by them, and that they 
wrongfully sold the articles for less than 
their real value. The proceeds of the saie, they 
said, were divided between Dazian and Carte. 
The suit was for $7,000, the alleged value of the 
goods. D’Oyly Carte averred that he was nota 
party to the alleged fraudulent transaction. In 
the Superior Court yesterday Judge Truax, on 
motion of A. H. Hummel, dismissed the com- 
plaint as against Carte. Ex-Judge A. J. Ditten- 
hoefer, counsel for Dazian, showed that the 
goods were sold for $2,000, which Dazian asserted 
was their full value. The jury found a verdict 
for that sum in favor of the plaintiff.

DE BEVOISE’S TRIAL BEGUN. 
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'THE*-EX-MAYOR OF LONG ISLAND CITY AT 


LAST BROUGHT TO JUSTICE, 

Henry 8S. De Bevoise, ex-Mayor of Long 
Island City, was yesterday placed on trial in the 
Queens County Court on an indictment which 
charges him with embezzling from the Treasury 
of his city the proceeds of 49 water bonds of the 
issue of 1872, valued at $500 each. This is cnly 
one of the criminal charges which is placed on 
record against the ex-Mayor. The whole of his 
alleged embezzlements amount to over $100,000. 
Mr. De Bevoise yesterday made his first public 
appearance in many days, and he was in 
company with a Sheriff's Deputy. He was 
brought into court on an order from 
Judge Barnard, from the Queens County Jail, 
‘where he has been confined on an unsatisfied 
judgment obtained in a civil process. The ex- 


Mayor's appearance would indicate that close 
confinement agrees with him. He could not 
have !x0ked more cheerful, as he walked into 
court, if he had just come from the bosom of 
his family. Mr. De Bevoise is a large, well-built 
man, with a full beard, a broad, open face, and 
prominent features. . Very few men are blessed 
with so much nose as the ex-Mayor. His face 
is not indicative of great intelligence or acute- 
ness, and, generaily speaking, his appearance is 
commonplace. He wore yesterday a shiny 
Prince Albert coat, dull gray trousers, and 
boots that were evidently made with a 
view to long service rather than elegance. 
The interest that the case has excited in Long 
Island City and vicinity was evinced wy the 
crowded court room. Among the spectators 
were a few of the prominent members of the 
old De Bevoise party, which so long controlled 
and directed the affairs of the city, and also 
A.C. Monson, Charles Benner, and George H. 
Turnbull, the accountant, who were instru- 
mental in securing the indictment of De Be- 
voise. The observed of all observers, however, 
was James D. Fish, Jr., late Cashier of the Ma- 
rine Bank, and son of the convicted bank Presi- 
dent. He is made a witness in the case from the 
fact that De Bevoise conducted his stock and 
bond transactions through the Marine Bank. 
When District Attorney John Fleming calied 
the case ‘of the ex-Mayor State Senator 
James W. Covert and J. Ralph Burnett, ex- 
Corporation Counselof Long Island City, ap- 
peared in his defense. The defendant refused to 
plead to the charge in the indictment, and the 
court directed the entry of a plea of not cuilty. 
The counsel for the detense objected to the trial 
on the ground that the court was powerless to 
try a manona criminal charge while he was 
held ina civil process. The objection was over- 
ruled and the process of drawing a jury began. 
After some difficulty the following men were 
selected: Frederick Hellnagle, Newtown; Phil- 
ip W. Baylis, Jamaica; James A. ymour, 
Hempstead; W. A. Galloway, Oyster Bay; W. 8. 
Cornell, Flushing; John Wright, Hempstead; 
George W. Payne, Flushing; Henry Cocks, 
Flushing; Robert Burroughs, North Hempstead; 
Rufus W. Leavitt, Flushing; Thomas Venus, 
Newtown, and George E. Howard, Newtown. 

In opening the case District Attorney Fieming 
stated that the bonds had been sold by the de- 
fendant to a New-York broker named Moran for 
less than their face value, notwithstanding the 
law specifically directed that they were not to 
be sold below par. Heafterward redeemed the 
bonds in the regular way for their face value 
and sold them again, appropriating the proceeds, 
Daniel A. Moran, broker, of No. 27 Pine-street, 
New-York, testified to the purchasing of the 
bonds. He produced an abstract from his ledger 
to prove his statements, but was directed to re- 
serve further testimony until this morning, and 
then to have -the original papers with him. F. 
N. Beckwenn, City Treasurer of Long _Isl- 
and City, produced the 49 bonds, the 
manipulation of which brought about the 
trial. He was prepared to offer testimony 
from atranscript and received a like order to 
that of his predecessor on the stand. George H, 
Love, an employe of Appletons’ book establish- 
ment in this city, testified that two bonds for 
$500 each of the issue of 1879 were given him by 
Alphonso Speers, of the same firm; that he 
cashed them in Long Island City, receiving 
checks on the Marine Bank. The checks were 
cashed and the money given to Mr. Speers. Mr. 
Speers was next put onthe stand. Hesaid that 
he was connected with the Loba Miuing Com- 
pany at the time De Bevoise was its President. 
The company became involved in financial dif- 
ficulties and the ex-Mayor placed four of the 
five-hundred-dollar ponds mentioned into its 
stock. Twoof these were cashed as described 
by the previous witness and two by, himself. 

The trial will be continued to-day. 





DEATH FROM A DOVER’S POWDER.

A DRUGGIST HELD TO ANSWER FOR A FATAL 


MISTAKE, 


Coroner Martin held yesterday an in- 
quest into the death of Theresa Madden, the 21- 
day-old infant of Ricbard Madden, of Robbins- 
avenue, who died on March 17 last from the ef- 
fects of taking a Dover’s powder given to its 
mother for a physician's prescription by Chester 
T. Milligan, a druggist, of No. 383 North Third- 
avenue. Dr. Ernest McNeil testified that he 
prescribed a liquid preparation for the child 
for aslight cold, and that he was called on in the 
evening by Milligan, who said he had by mistake 
given Mrs. Madden Dover’s powder instead of 
the compound the prescription called for. He 
went to see the child the same night, found it 
showing ullthe symptoms of opium poisoning, 
and administered the usual remedies, but with- 
out avail. ; 

Mrs. Madden testified that she said to Milligan 
when he wave her the Dover’s powder that she 
thought the prescription called for a liquid, and 
he replied that Dover’s powder was not a liquid. 
He aiso told her that the powder should be 
mixed with a teaspoonful of water when admin- 
istered. Milligan testified that Mrs. Madden 
asked him for Dover's powder; but this Mrs. 
Madden emphatically denied. He admitted that 
he afterward discovered that the Dover's pow- 
der was wanted by another woman who was 
in the store at the sametime. The jury in their 
verdict found that the child died of opium 
poisoning through the negligence of Milligan. 
Coroner Martin held Milligan in $3,000 bail to 
await the action of the Grand Jury. Milligan 
was unable to furnish bail last evening and was 
sent to the Tombs.

THE GRAND JURY’S INVESTIGATION— 
FRANCK’S BAIL REDUCED. 

The Grand Jury began an investigation 
yesterday morning into the falling of the Bud- 
densiek buildings in Sixty-second-street, between 
Tenth and Eleventh avenues. About a dozen 
witnesses were examined, including several ar- 
chitects, Building Inspector D’Oench, August 
Podenbusch, the foreman of Sub-Contractor 
Franck’s bricklayers, and Police Captain Killilea. 
No indictments were found yesterday, and the 
investigation wiil be continued to-day. 

In the Court of Over aud Terminer yesterday 
Judge Van Brunt decided to reduce from $20,000 
to $10,000 the bail fixedin the case of Charles 
Franck, the sub-contractor wbo did the mason 
work on the Buddensiek buildings. Franck's 
counsel, Henry F. Lippold, argued, on the mo- 
tion for the reduction, that he was not criminal 
in his acts, and that there was nothing before 
the court to show that he had willfully used 
inferior material in the construction of the 
buildings. He had done work with the material 
furnished him, and if he could be punished every 
person who worked onthe buildings could be 

unished. Assistant District Attorney Fel- 
ows argued that the determination of 
the Police Justice should not be _  inter- 
fered with, He had found that there 
was sufficient to justify him in holding Franck 
for a crime, and the matter should be left as he 
had left it until the Grand Jury had definitely 
ascertained the facts. That body might indict 
Franck for murder in the first degree and then he 
could not be bailed at all. Judge Van Brunt 
said he thought that, as Franck was a poor man 
with a family binding him to New-York, bail to 
the amount of $10,000 would be sufficient to keep 
him here and save the rights of the people. 
Franck was taken to the District Attorney’s of- 
fice where Wiliiam Becker, a liquor dealer, of 
No. 1,407 Second-avenue, offered to become his 
bondsman. Becker said he owned the house he 
occupied, and that it was worth $25,000. District 
Attorney Martine said he wov/d inquire as to the 
fitness of Becker. in the meantime Franck re- 
mains in the Tombs.
